W. Nigerian Towns Expansion 

THE WESTERN NIGERIAN GOVERNMENT 
announced in Ibadan on Tuesday that it 
will spend more than £200,000 during the 
next five years on town development and 
the establishment of town planning 
authorities. The Region’s Minister of 
Lands and Labour, Chief J. O. Osuntokun, 
said that the 135 towns in Western 
Nigeria whose populations have jumped 
to 10,000 persons or more make the 
expenditure necessary. 

‘The development of these towns, and 
the construction of new homes for our 
fast-growing population, can only pro- 
gress if we pay attention now to town 
planning,’ he said. 

In the towns where rapid urban 
development is taking place, the Western 
Region plans to loan £2m. to town plan- 
ning authorities or private companies who 
will undertake site development. 


Canadian Construction Contract 


JOHN LAING AND SON (CANADA), LTD., of

“WHY HAS SOCIETY placed such a relatively low value on 
the services of the architect?’ This pointed question 
opens a paper on Comparison of Professional Incomes, 
prepared by the RIBA secretariat, which was considered 
by the RIBA Council last week and which merits the 
widest publicity. It arises from study of the report of 
the Royal Commission on Doctors’ and _ Dentists’ 
Remuneration which showed that on average an architect 
during his 35 years of professional life may expect to earn 
a total of £54,000 as against £79,000 by a doctor, £88,000 
by a solicitor and £105,000 by an actuary. The architect, 
in fact, shows the lowest figure for total career earnings. 
The Council, it is understood, has referred the report to 
the Professional Relations committee which will probably 
consider it under heads of short-term and long-term 
policy, and will report back. Few will envy them their 
task which is, in a sentence, to give the profession a new 
sense of direction. 

Yet, looking to the future, their job may already have 
been defined.

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The Problem of Building Land 


THE SCARCITY AND HIGH COST OF BUILDING LAND is becom- 
ing a serious matter, not only for the building industry 
itself, especially the private housebuilding industry, but 
for building developers generally, including (as was made 
clear in the recent debate in the House of Commons, 
reported in our issue of March 4) the local authorities. 
From information based on development plans (1958) 
submitted to the MoHLG for areas covering about 
half the population, it has been estimated that the amount 
of land to be made available for building development of 
all types in the period up to 1971-72 is 500,000 acres. 
Rather more than half of this is allocated for housing 
development, part of which has already taken place, and 
some part of the remaining land is in the possession of the 
local authorities. As was pointed out in the recent 
annual report of the Federation of Registered House- 
builders, there is considerable doubt whether the amount 
of land originally allocated for housing is adequate, having 
regard to the probability that the increase in population 
in the next fifteen years will be almost twice as large as 
was expected when the plans were prepared. No doubt 
these points will have been made in the report to the 
MOoHLG prepared by a working party set up by the 
National Federation and recently submitted; they will be 
reiterated at the meeting which representatives of the 
Federation are to have with the Minister later this month. 

The greater part of our land not already built up now 
has a rarity value, and it is generally possible to make 
out a good case for preserving it from building develop- 
ment. But urban growth has to be accommodated some- 
where, and with the need to preserve Green Belts and 
National Parks there is considerable pressure on agricul- 
tural land, which is often of high-grade quality. The 
problems involved are of great complexity, and many of 


them are luminously explored in a recent book by Dr. 
G. P. Wibberley, ‘ Agriculture and Urban Growth, a study 
of the competition for rural land,’* which weaves together 
the results of a number of research studies made under 
the author’s direction at Wye College in the University 
of London. 

A broad view of the position may be obtained from the 
facts that the total land area of England and Wales is 
37,130,000 acres and that acreage in urban uses rose from 
2,000,000 in 1900 to 3,600,000 in 1950, and it will be close 
to the 4,200,000 mark in 1970. Thus, whereas in 1900 
about 6 acres in every 100 were taken up by urban uses, 
we can expect this figure to be doubled by 1970. And 
the process is accelerating, for between 1925 and 1950 
the increase in the urban area was more than one-half. 

Without a heavy decline in the population, either 
through a fall in the birth rate or large-scale emigration 
(questions that are outside the scope of Dr. Wibberley’s 
inquiry) it is clear that we face continuing urbanisation. 
Is it possible to compensate to any appreciable extent for 
the loss of valuable agricultural land by increasing the 
agricultural acreage through the reclamation of some 
coastal areas, of derelict woodlands and waste ground in 
the lowlands, and of large stretches of unenclosed and 
unimproved mountain land? Dr. Wibberley appears to 
think so, but at a price. Above all, he urges that because 
present and prospective urban development around the 
major urban centres involves high grade agricultural land, 
better methods of assessing the national ‘ worth’ of alter- 
native sites for development are needed, and he suggests 
what these should be. This is a book that will well repay 
study by all concerned with questions of land use.

Notes of the Week 


Architects on Road Study Groups; St. Martin’s-place 
Building; Greek Fire; Civic Architecture in Cheltenham 
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LAST WEEK WAS A BUSY ONE for Mr. Basil 
Spence and, for the RIBA, a profitable 
one. Speaking at the opening of the LCC 
exhibition, ‘ The New Sights of London,’ 
he staked the claim of the architect to be 
allowed to assist in the solution of the 
traffic problem in cities, especially through 
planning to achieve segregation of traffic 
from pedestrian ways, so that ‘ cars will 
no longer be a menace, the pedestrian 
may walk in peace and it will no longer 
be a hazard to cross the street.’ The 
President (who coined the phrase ‘the 
blood-red zone’) sees two-level traffic 
control as being a major element in the 
London traffic plan, with pedestrian circu- 
lation contrived at first floor. 


MR. SPENCE’S PRINCIPAL ACHIEVEMENT 
of the week, however, has been to 
interest Mr. Marples, the Minister of 
Transport, in the potential contribution 
that architects, sitting as independent 
members, could make to the Road Study 
Groups which have been set up in various 
parts of the country. A running fight 
over this matter has been going on for the 





past 18 months, ever since the time, in

assist in its deliberations. Mr. Watkin- 
son, then Minister of Transport, and his 
Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. Nugent, 
were at pains on several occasions last 
year (notably in a statement in the House 
reported in ‘ The Builder’ of March 27) 
to say that the RIBA’s fears were ‘ quite 
unfounded’ in that the town planning 
authorities who were members of the 
study groups had ‘their own architects 
and other experts’; we answered at the 
time and say again now, that it is difficult 
for such experts who have no official place 
on committees but are merely attached to 
representatives of planning authorities to 
make their voice heard loudly enough to 
exert influence.

SOME UNCERTAINTY shrouds the present 
position; a spokesman of the Ministry told 
* The Builder ’ on Monday that he had no 
reason to believe that, with perhaps one 
exception, there was any study group 
which had not invited an architect to join 
it as an independent member; he also said 
that it was not for the Minister to issue 
directives to what are in effect voluntary 
bodies. The first point is a question of 
fact and one on which we take issue. 
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The second point, of course, is correct, 
but there is nothing to prevent a Minister, 
should he consider it to be in the public 
interest, from conveying a suggestion to 
the study groups. It is this very thing 
that we hope Mr. Marples will do. It has 
already been noted that he, perhaps as a 
result of his experience with the Ministry 
ot Housing and Local Government, is 
better informed than some of his col- 
leagues of the contribution to practical 
esthetics which the architect can make. 


St. Martin’s-place Building 


PUBLICATION OF THE DESIGN for the office 
block proposed for a site in St. Martin’s- 
place, adjacent to St. Martin-in-the-Fields 
and opposite to the National Portrait 
Gallery, shows that fears for its archi- 
tectural quality that had been expressed 
in some quarters are unfounded. The 5- 
storey block will be 60 ft. high only, and 
will incorporate the vicarage (which can 
be seen to the right of the building) and 
the school and school hall which lie 
behind, facing the north side of the 
church. Mr. Fitzroy Robinson’s design 
(with which Sir Howard Robertson is 
associated as consultant) is properly reti- 
cent and will largely be faced with Port- 
land stone, white marble being employed 
as banding between storeys. The design 
shows a vertical emphasis which links 
with the church's classical character. 
. . ° 

IF THERE BE CAUSE for regret, it arises 
from natural sentiment at the impending 
loss of buildings now on the site which, 
though impossible to construe as great 
architecture, have a secure place in many 
Londoners’ affections. But this is a feel- 
ing aroused by many new developments, 
and the loss of St. Martin’s School would 
have been a much greater blow; its 
preservation, together with the vicarage, 
is indicative of a sympathetic approach 
not always apparent with development 
companies. The developers here are the 
Great Portland Estates, who propose to 
begin building next month. 

* * * 

NEEDLESS TO Say, the design does not 
please some of the professional critics. 
Writing in ‘ The Observer’ (which three 
weeks ago improperly condemned a 
design it had not seen) Mr. Furneaux 
Jordan is driven to state: ‘The real 
trouble is that there is nothing here to 
create a shindy about. The Royal Fine 
Art Commission want to knock a storey 
off; the LCC want to keep it on. This 
sort of building is negative, absolutely. 
When James Gibbs designed St. Martin’s 
he created architectural capital. This sort 
ot building does not squander that capital, 
it lives off it and knows it.’ Just what 
this critic would have said had the archi- 
tects concerned produced a ‘positive’ 
building in conflict with Gibbs’s church 
we shall, fortunately, never know. King 
Gama’s song comes to mind: ‘And isn’t 
your life extremely flat when there's 
nothing whatever to grumble at?’ But 
the over-riding thought must be what 
effect has this ragged sniping at current 
design on the mind of the ordinary news- 
paper reader?

THE EXISTENCE of more than one opinion 
among architects about Constantinos 
Doxiadis has been rather overplayed in 
the newspapers. (writes Basil Marriott). 
The same can be said about any man of 
spirit, and discounting xenophobia and 
some natural envy of his opportunities, 
the misgivings boil down to the different 
attitude to personal publicity abroad. 
On acquaintance, Doxiadis is increas- 
ingly disarming, and first personal impres- 
sions at the last Summer School of Town 
Planning—of _ directness, conviction, 
warmth and charm—were confirmed at 
a small Presidential reception at the RIBA 
before his Discourse on March 10. There 
certainly seemed no lack of reciprocal 
warmth from the full house who subse- 
quently listened in apparent absorption 
while Doxiadis developed a complete and 
working theory of human habitations. He 
emerged as a philosopher of a breadth 
and vision for which historical precedent 
is rare—but one with hands and teeth

réle of co-ordinator, at best producing on 
the drawing-board a synthesis of what the 
peasant and craftsman has been doing 
for centuries; standing therefore at the 
apex of a pyramid the base of which he 
too infrequently re-occupies or reflects; 
removed from, and even opposed to, in- 
tellectualism and fashion, which he agrees 
are to be distrusted; and exercising con- 
stant watchfulness over such less pre- 
possessing aspects of ‘ prosperity’ as the 
maniac motoring which has ceased to be 
pathetic lunacy and become a criminal 
strangler. 

These tenets take courage and vision 
in a practising designer, who still sees no 
value in what he does except in relation 
to mankind, with whom Doxiadis is 
evidently on friendlier terms than some 
of his rivals and critics. 


Civic Architecture in Cheltenham 


Ivy IS A MATTER OF REGRET that Chelten- 
ham Town Council, which has been con- 
sidering filling the vacancy caused by the 
retirement of the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor (Mr. G. G. Marsland) has de- 
cided that the time is not opportune for 
basically altering the existing organisa- 
tion of the Borough Engineer and Sur- 
veyor’s department by establishing a 
a separate Borough Architect’s depart- 
ment; and proposes to leave the archi- 
tectural work of the town in the hands 
of an Assistant Borough Architect who 
remains under the direction of the 
Borough Surveyor. 

This decision will surprise many 
who know Cheltenham. The question 
involved is not a question of administra- 
tion but of art, and is one that has been 
resolved by the great majority of muni- 
cipalities who have come to understand 
the essential differences between engineer- 
ing and architecture. The special com- 
mittee which made the recommendation 
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Mr. C. D. Spragg being presented with

to the town council has not ruled out 
further consideration in the future to the 
establishment of a borough architect in 
his own right; this has some of the 
sounds of lip-service to the idea, the more 
especially as the committee acknowledges 
that the architectural requirements of the 
Council’s work are tending to increase 
significantly.

A Tribute to Mr. Spragg 


AS BRIEFLY RECORDED in ‘ The Builder’ 
last week, the gift of a silver platter 
was made to Mr. C. D. Spragg in a cere- 
mony on March 10 at Canada House. This 
was made by the Rt. Hon. George Drew, 
the High Commissioner, on behalf of the 
Royal Architectural Institute of Canada, 
in token of the contribution made by Mr. 
Spragg in two tours of Canada (with Mr. 
Graham Henderson and, in 1958, with 
Kenneth Cross) to Commonwealth Rela- 
tions. 


In the presence of a few of his close 
friends, who included Mr. Cross and Mr. 
Basil Spence, President, RIBA, Mr. Drew 
handed over the platter, made of Cana- 
dian silver and a fine example of craft- 
manship and the engraver’s art. In 
doing so, the High Commissioner made 
reference to the debt that Canadian 
architecture owes to Great Britain. 
Not only did many Canadians come to 
study architecture in this country: 
Canada itself architecturally was a won- 
derful example of British influence. ‘I 
want’ said Mr. Drew, ‘to express our 
high regard for the services which Mr. 
Spragg has given to the cause of archi- 
tecture in Canada. This gift is an expres- 
sion of the gratitude of the RAIC for what 
he has done for good relations between 
their Institute and Great Britain.’ This 
view would be endorsed by architects 
in every Commonwealth country that Mr. 
Spragg has visited. He has been the 
perfect ambassador. 
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The RIBA‘Annual Discourse 


Dr. Doxiadis on ‘ Architecture in Evolution’ 


THE ANNUAL DISCOURSE of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects was given by 
DR. CONSTANTINOS A. DOXIADIS, the Greek 
architect-planner-engineer, at a meeting 
of the RIBA held at 66 Portland-place, 
W1, on March 10. Dr. Doxiadis took as 
his subject ‘ Architecture in Evolution,’ 
and following is a summary of his 
remarks. He said: 

It is a truism that we live in an epoch 
which is in many respects one of transi- 
tion. This truism also applies to archi- 
tecture, for our architecture is in the pro- 
cess of an evolution, the intensity and 
pace of which are much greater than ever 
before. We have come through the revo- 
lution from the academic to the modern 
successfully, but we have not yet com- 
pleted this revolution and are still won- 
dering which road to follow between the 
old and the new. We are still wondering 
exactly what is new and what is modern, 
wondering how to face the problem of 
the millions of homeless and badly- 
housed people, how to face the problem 
of buildings which are as inadequate in 
quality as they are in number. 

We need to re-examine our ideals. Let 
us consider how we want to live and com- 
pare it with the way in which we actually 
live; what our needs are and how we 
serve those needs. We shall discover then 
that most of our needs are not covered 
at all, if we have in mind all people of all 
classes in all countries, and not merely 
the privileged ones living in the countries 
at the apex of the world’s socio-economic 
pyramid. 

In order to understand and so be able 
to come to grips with our enormous 
quantitative and qualitative problems, we 


must first analyse them in terms of cause 
and effect; we shall then see clearly that 
their causes are essentially similar to the 
basic causes of many of the problems of 
our times. 

We have first what is sometimes called 
the population explosion, together with 
a socialisation of society which demands 
that for the first time in human history 
the goods and the services of architec- 
ture shall be made available to every- 
body and not only to those privileged 
few. Then, the machine has come into 
our lives, revolutionising transport and 
radically changing our whole approach to 
our buildings and architecture in general, 
as well as transforming industry and tech- 
nology from top to bottom. We have the 
unparalleled influx of people into our 
cities, creating an ever-increasing 
urbanisation, Lastly, economic develop- 
ment demands more and more services 
for the classes which have now to be pro- 
vided with houses and facilities. 

What has emerged from the synthesis 
of all these forces is a novel, one might 
say unprecedented, rate of change, and 
we may, therefore, assert that a new 
dimension has entered architecture, the 
dimension of time. 


The Architect’s Influence 

Ordinary man and architect stand 
together face to face with a rising tide of 
needs and problems, the responsibility 
for which, however, lies with the expert, 
that is, the architect. Yet his influence 
is very small, for only in a very few 
countries does the architect manage to 
control up to 40 per cent or a maximum 
of 50 per cent of the buildings created. 
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Separation of cars from pedestrians is regarded by Dr. Doxiadis as essential 
in the modern world. As the model shows, this precept is to be put into 
practice in the West Baghdad development scheme for 100,000 people, where 


cars will be kept to the peripheries of the city blocks. 


The scheme will 


consist of ten different sectors for different income groups built on this 
principle 
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Taking the world as a whole, it is ques- 
tionable whether he covers more than 2 
per cent or 3 per cent of man’s total 
needs. 

The architect is not yet influencing 
large areas, either geographically or in the 
sense of total architectural achievement. 
On the contrary, we must sadly confess 
that he has not only lost the power to 
control construction, since he is no longer 
the ‘architecton’ or master-builder of 
the past, but that he has also lost touch 
with the construction itself, since a large 
part of the implementation of what was 
originally his project now falls into the 
hands of other specialists. He has even 
been deprived, especially in our cities, of 
the right to create and mould space, his 
function having been limited to the 
creation of its containing walls. 

We must ask what the future of the 
architect is. Is he to face all the needs 
of the people by boldly reassuming the 
role of master-builder? Or is he to 
resign himself to creating a mere 
scattered handful of large buildings and 
monuments? 

The future may look black, but we can 
see a glimmer ahead in the shape of those 
new plans already in existence for 
tackling our new problems. The new fac- 
tors which have come into play, including 
economic, social and political forces as 
well as industrialisation and the ascen- 
dancy of the machine, have forced us to 
adopt a radically new concept, one which 
was not necessary in the past while 
architecture was still evolving at a natural 
speed. Now, however, ad hoc arrange- 
ments no longer suffice and we must 
create an all-embracing, coherent and 
unified architecture: this is the sphere 
of influence of ‘ ekistics,’ the new science 
of human settlements. 


* Dynapolis ’” 

Then, we are tending to solve more 
satisfactorily the problems of our cities 
which have now acquired the fourth, the 
time-dimension we have referred to. If 
we allow ourselves to be hemmed in by 
the static city of the past we cannot 
expect to solve any of our problems. We 
are, therefore, creating ‘ Dynapolis,’ the 
dynamic city which will grow in space 
as it follows the economic and general 
development of the country. 

Also, we recognise that we cannot 
allow man to come into conflict with the 
motor-car in our cities. We must, there- 
fore, create a human scale once more, a 
scale which we shall separate from the 
scale of the motor-car, thus leaving man 
to move freely within his own, the human, 
sector of the city. 

In the same way we have evolved new 
approaches to housing. We conceive of 
our houses as ever-expanding, everchang- 
ing entities, and our buildings as expand- 
ing syntheses whose standardised build- 
ing units will be merged into a positive 
space moulded by the architect out of the 
total space of the city. 

In construction. we are learning the 
need for the use of standardised con- 
struction-elements, utilising a modulus in 
an arithmetical progression. 

Above all, our synthesis must take into 
account the notion of time. Thus, while 
ekistics teaches us how to make archi-

tecture part of a long-term development 
programme, the concept of Dynapolis 
brings architecture into relation with its 
city, the human sector providing for a 
dynamic architecture, and every square 
or street being built on the principle that 
the time element must enter the 
synthesis. 

These plans represent the new ideas 
with which we aim to tackle our new 
problems, and now it remains for us to 
ask ourselves which road we ought to 
take. But the road is perfectly clear. 
First, it must lead to the re-creation of a 
total architecture, an architecture not of 
houses and buildings only, but one which 
provides for the creation of space, from 
the total space down to its details. Only 
then shall we have a real architecture, 
one which is, in effect, an ‘ architectonic,’ 
and which provides for a unified and 
coherent sequence extending from the 
detailed construction right up to the 
overall synthesis itself. In our rediscovery 
of the basic canons of the construction 
and gradual development of higher art 
forms, we shall, in effect, be returning to 
a universal architecture. 

In order to achieve all this, we must 
look at our problems with wide-open 
mind, feeling free sometimes to change 
our approach, sometimes to retain the 
old approach where it proves to be still 
sound. We must be afraid of neither the 
old nor the new, but must select what is 
best in each particular case. Architec- 
ture, we said, is in evolution. 

If we are willing to forego the styles 
and methods created by purely local 
civilisations, we shall find that our 
creative work in architecture is gradually 
leading us to parallel solutions, regardless 
of the part of the world in which we are 
working and the types of buildings we 
are creating. We shall discover that we 
are, in fact, turning back to that universal 


architecture which existed before local 
civilisations had influenced the minds and 
tastes of men and led them to purely 
local cultures. 


The Universal Concept 


If we want to be rational, we shall have 
to recognise that only a universal archi- 
tecture can, in fact, lead us out of the 
impasse to which we have come. We 
should not be afraid to recognise that 
humanity is turning back towards such a 
universal architecture, but we must still 
start out from local solutions and not 
expect to reach our goal in a single leap. 
Our architecture will then become uni 
versal in conception, although it may 
have to retain a local character. 

It is with these ideas in mind that the 
contemporary architect must choose the 
road he is to follow, fully recognising that 
we live in a period of transition. We 
must acknowledge that architecture 
today is a river in such full spate that it 
is unlikely to subside and show its course 
clearly for some considerable time. Our 
task at such an early stage is not to create 
monumental architecture but rather to 
build houses, buildings and cities; it is 
to create the best possible space inside 
which coming generations may slowly but 
surely erect the monuments befitting 
such a universal architecture. 

The greatest single lesson we can learn 
from an architecture in evolution is that 
we must turn back again to our origins. 
We must first become masons, then 
master builders; only then shall we be 
privileged to sketch in the first tentative 
outlines of the architecture to come, but 
sketch them as servants of humanity and 
not as men called upon to create the 
finest monuments of art out of a world 
whose very foundations are only just 
being laid.

CHURCHMEAD SECONDARY SCHOOL, Datchet, is designed in con- 
junction with a community centre annexe, and is the fourth 
school so to be built for the Buckinghamshire County Council. 
The council have adopted a policy of fostering new community 
centres in the rural districts, where social facilities are usually 
meagre, and contribute two-thirds of the building costs. The 
remaining one-third of the cost is provided by local residents 
through their committee. 


The advantages of combining a community centre building 
with school premises are, apart from the economic provision 
of a site and services, that maintenance, supervision and the 
firing of boilers for the heating system, etc., can be carried 
out by the school maintenance staff. These running costs are 
normally too heavy for small communities. In addition, the 
school facilities of car parking and open space are available

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An Earthquake-Resisting Town 


Lessons of the Rebuilt Messina

The catastrophic disaster by earthquake which has recently overtaken the

Bird describes the findings of a research mission which was sent to Messina 
in November, 1943, to study the effects of Allied bombing on a town which, 
following a violent earthquake in 1908 when the town was almost completely 
destroyed, was rebuilt by the Italian Government under stringent building 
regulations intended to ensure that the inevitable next earthquake would not 


have a similarly disastrous result.

IN NOVEMBER 1943 I was a member of a 
small research mission sent to Messina to 
study the effects of the Allied bombing, 
which had amounted to a total weight of 
some 4,000 tons. Almost every building 
had been hit, so that we had an unrivalled 
chance of studying the special construc- 
tion, as well as the effects on it of minia- 
ture, localised earthquakes caused by 
bombs exploding deep in the ground. 

We were greatly helped by having free 
access to every building. The Eighth Army 
had passed across the Straits of Messina 
only nine weeks before we arrived, and 
most of the inhabitants were still lurk- 
ing in neighbouring villages. Blast had 
removed the majority of doors in the 
town. 


A Structurally Unique Town 

Our official task was to discover what 
results the RAF and USAAF had got 
from their effort in the way of disloca- 
tion of military traffic and civil life, and 
of damage to port and railway installa- 
tions. They had no idea of the fact that 
Messina was structurally unique in 
Europe; nor had we, until we arrived 
there. 

Our study of the earthquake-resisting 
construction and its behaviour was some- 
thing of a by-product of our main task. 
Three members of our mission took a 
special interest in it. We were Colonel 
F. Anderson, a geologist and explosives 
expert; C. M. Vine, FRIBA, and myself. 
Anderson naturally had an expert know- 
ledge of the mechanics of earthquake 
movements, while Vine and I were biased 
towards the study of building structures. 
Two years earlier, I had been concerned 
with surface air-raid shelter design under 
Professor J. F. Baker (now of Cambridge 
University) and Vine had studied in the 
field the effects of bombing on these shel- 
ters and on structures in general. 

The descent of 4,000 tons of bombs on 
a town of 120,000 inhabitants should have 
flattened it, according to our experience 
of towns consisting mainly of normal 
load-bearing structures. But we found 
Messina to have hardly any of the piles 
of rubble which we were accustomed to 
see. Almost all the buildings were stand- 
ing and repairable, though extensively 
holed and scarred by bombs. This we 
quickly found to be due to the fact that 
they were all built to a specialised design 
of reinforced concrete frame construc- 
tion. 





In fact, they set out to build a town which 
The effect on this construction under bombing 


I digress here a little to describe our 
experience of the behaviour of brickwork 
surface air-raid shelters under the effects 
of near-miss bombs detonating some feet 
below ground because this has some rela- 
tion to the larger scale effects of earth- 
quakes. The earliest surface shelters had 
been built (not to Allied design) as load- 
bearing structures with 14-inch walls in 
cement mortar and reinforced concrete 
flat slab roofs. A near-miss bomb detonat- 
ing below ground set up a violent lateral 
earth movement, with something of a ver- 
tical component, which displaced the foot 
of the wall nearest the bomb. This caused 
the wall to fracture and collapse. The 
edge of the roof slab supported by the 
wall then fell. This exerted an over- 
turning moment on the father wall, which 
fell in its turn, the collapse often crushing 
the unfortunate occupants. 


The many architects and builders who 
were concerned with shelter building will 
be aware of all this. They will also know 
of Professor Bakers’ solution of the col- 
lapse problem. He designed the ‘ rein- 
forced brickwork surface shelter’ as a 
rigid box which had no foundation in 
the accepted sense, but which merely 
rested on a hard surface with a sand- 
wich layer of bitumen to form a ‘ sliding 
surface.’ Above the bitumen layer was 
a reinforced concrete slab floor. The re- 
inforcement in this floor was turned up 
into the brickwork walls and continued 
up through them into the reinforced con- 
crete roof slab. 


The Structural Box 


With this design of shelter, the effect 
of the violent lateral earth movement was 
merely to make the whole reinforced shel- 
ter move bodily a few inches on its slid- 
ing course. The shelter occupants might 
be slightly shaken, but they were not 
killed by collapse of the structure. 


To our intense interest we discovered 
that almost exactly the same structural 
box principle had been employed in the 
rebuilding of Messina and that it had 
been put into force by building regula- 
tions as long ago as 1910. 

The reinforced brickwork walls of Pro- 
fessor Baker’s design of shelter call for 
a brief mention. His team worked out a 
brick bond for a 14-in wall which con- 
tained continuous vertical cavities for the 
steel reinforcing rods, surrounded with 


cement mortar. About a fortnight after 
this bond had been worked out, we re- 
ceived a letter and drawing from an 
engineer of the Indian Public Works De- 
partment which precisely described and 
illustrated our bond and saying that it 
had been used in the rebuilding of Quetta 
after its destruction by earthquake some 
years before. At once we named it 
‘Quetta bond’; the name stuck and be- 
came widely known. 

In our pursuit of what newspaper men 
would call ‘the story’ of the Messina 
construction, we discovered the city en- 
gineer responsible for administering the 
structural regulations—a charming and 
co-operative Italian who was immensely 
proud of the British Military Cross which 
he had been awarded when fighting with 
the British forces on the Piave in 1917. 
He produced drawings and gave us the 
full story, as follows: 


Buildings Without Foundations 


He told us that Messina buildings had 
no foundations. The ground was first 
levelled and consolidated with mass con- 
crete. A thin sliding layer of sand was 
then laid over the site, on which was cast 
a rectangular ‘ground frame’ of re- 
inforced concrete, with haunches at inter- 
sections. This ground frame connected 
together the feet of all stanchions—also 
of reinforced concrete—the maximum 
permitted span between stanchions being 
5 metres. He could, however, grant a 
‘waiver’ for such buildings as churches 
and public halls as regards spans. The 
first floor was a continuous in-situ slab, 
rigidly fixed to a beam system which 
exactly followed the pattern of the ground 
frame. This construction was repeated 
in a second storey and the roof was a 
similar slab. 

Thus the * bone structure’ of a build- 
ing was a very strong box girder which 
merely rested on the over-site mass con- 
crete and was able to slide on the sand 
layer. The strength of this structural 
form was shown by the fact that we fre- 
quently found two, three and, in one case, 
four adjacent stanchions knocked away 
by bombs, with the superstructure re- 
maining cantilevered above, usually not 
even cracked. Before we left the town, 
industrious Italians were busy cutting 
away loose concrete from bomb-damaged 
stanchions, straightening the bars and 
pouring fresh concrete round them, with- 
out any shoring of the superstructure 
while this was done. 

External walls were of 18-in. brickwork 
(presumably to exclude solar heat) with 
horizontal mesh reinforcement every 
third or fourth course which was bonded 
into the reinforced concrete columns. 
This was done to prevent the wall panels 
falling out bodily under earthquake move- 
ment. It seemed to be customary to build 
the panel walls first and to use the panel 
ends as sides of the stanchion formwork. 

Most roofs were flat, but building 
owners were allowed to have timber and 
tiled pitched roofs for appearance, built 





as self-contained triangulated structures 
on top of the flat roof deck. Such roofs 
had to be hipped; no gables were per- 
permitted as these would topple over in 
an earthquake. 

For many years no buildings higher 
than two storeys were permitted. Later, 
three were sanctioned and, during the 
"thirties, four. Thus Messina is unique 
in having two-storey buildings in the 
town centre, increasing to four on the 
outskirts. Most of this rigidly standard- 
ised form of building has shops, offices, 
schools and workshops on the ground 
floor and flats above. 

The city engineer was a government 
servant and had no responsibility to the 
municipality. He was an absolute dic- 
tator; he planned the town’s extensions 
and prescribed exactly the structures 
which formed them. So far as we could 
see, all that architects had to do was 
design the stucco decorations. 

The public buildings were all framed 
structures, though many did not out- 
wardly appear to be so. The cathedral, 
apparently dating from the Norman occu- 
pation of Sicily, we observed to be an 
elaborate reinforced concrete fake copy 
of the original building destroyed in the 
earthquake. 

The whole town was a remarkable 
assemblage of rectangular buildings, 
entirely without the usual assortment of 
sheds, odd bits of building and back 
additions to be found in other towns. 
Only the cathedral, churches, university, 
nautical school and the excellent railway 
station (wholly of reinforced concrete 
and standing, though much knocked 
about) differed in shape from the mass 
of buildings. Visually, the total effect 
was rather dull. 


Formation of Fire-breaks 

The streets were abnormally wide. The 
earthquake had been followed by a fire 
which had swept across the narrow 
medieval streets from ruin to ruin. 
Accordingly, the new town had been so 
planned that all streets formed fire- 
breaks. In most, the street width greatly 
exceeded the heights of buildings; this 
gave the town an open, airy and uncon- 
gested look; at the ends of many streets 
one could see the blue Mediterranean. 

The city engineer told us that Messina 
was the centre of an earthquake-prone 
district; this was delineated on a map 
in his office. There were three roughly 
concentric zones in each of which the 
structural regulations differed, the most 
stringent applying to the central zone. 
Anderson explained to us the geological 
set-up. A fault runs down the Strait of 
Messina which is very deep. Behind the 
town are mountains. Thus the town sits 
on an alluvial shelf situated midway 
down a steep slope running from the 
mountain ridge to the bottom of the 
Strait. The fault is liable to slip and, 
when this occurs, an earth-wave move- 
ment is set up in the alluvial shelf. 

The city engineer told us that the seis- 
mograph in the University registered 
about 300 minor movements of the fault 
every year, hardly any of which are per- 
ceptible to human beings. One _per- 
ceptible quake occurred while we were 
in the town, but it was in the middle of 


the night and I slept peacefully through 
it. However, it woke a member of our 
team who accused a colleague of shaking 
his camp bed! We asked the city 
engineer what was the chance of another 
severe earthquake. He said he thought 
that one would certainly occur at any 
time from ‘ five minutes from now to fifty 
years or so.’ 


It will be interesting to see how well 
Messina withstands its next severe 
earthquake. My own guess is that it 
will do so even better than it withstood 
the violent local hammering of thousands 
of Allied bombs. At least the buildings 
are unlikely to collapse and kill the 
inhabitants though they may rock and 
slide on the heaving ground. 


The principles of earthquake-resisting 
construction have long been known. The 
basic engineering principles were worked 


Letters to 
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out years ago by a Japanese scientist, Dr. 
Naito. They have been applied in many 
single buildings rebuilt after earthquakes 
in San Francisco, Jamaica, Napier and 
Quetta. But so far as I know, no entire 
town, other than Messina, has been 
wholly subjected to a rigid discipline of 
earthquake-resisting construction. 

I have not returned to Messina since 
1943 and cannot say whether the control 
then in operation has been modified. The 
construction we saw was undoubtedly 
costly and possessed extravagant margins 
of strength. One does not need rein- 
forced concrete columns of 18-in. square 
section, at 5-metre grid spacings to sup- 
port the gravity loads of a single-storey 
domestic occupancy and a flat roof. It 
is likely that the requisite rigidity of 
frame to withstand earthquake shock 
could be obtained with somewhat slighter 
structural members.

Contemporary House Design; Permanent Employment of Operatives 


Contemporary House Design 
sir,—With reference to the intriguing 
contemporary house designed by Mr. 
Patrick Gwynne and described and illus- 
trated in ‘ The Builder’ of February 19, 
I should be interested to learn how the 
problem of regular cleaning of the bow 
window’s exterior has been solved. Does 
one tackle the lower half by standing in 
gum-boots in the ornamental pool, and 
the top half whilst hanging suspended 
upside down from the balcony? 

Also, a 5-bedroomed house is likely to 
contain young children. Surely, then, a 
staircase with nothing between handrail 
and string is totally unsafe for toddlers, 
and if there are none at present is this not 
a poor selling-point in the event of a 
change of ownership?

Gwynne, who writes: Neither of the matters 
mentioned were overlooked in the design 
of the house, It was considered that a board 
across the pool would deal with the cleaning 
of the bow window and that this slight 
inconvenience would be worthwhile for the 
pleasant effect of reflections on the living 
room ceiling from the sun on the water. In 
practice, however, the window cleaner copes 
by putting his ladder in the water which is 
only a foot deep. Staircase was designed 
to have a glass (toughened) balustrade but 
the owners preferred to omit this as their 
children are old enough to look after them- 
selves in this respect. A balustrade can be 
added at any time. 
Permanent Employment of Operatives 
sir,—I have read with interest the two 
letters you have published on this sub- 
ject (‘ The Builder’ of February 26 and 
March 11). Of course there should be 
permanent employment for the building 
worker. But how to ensure it? No build- 
ing firm, whatever its size, can take on 
fifty, a hundred or a thousand men and 
guarantee them work for five or ten years 
ahead; the conditions in which it has to 
work preclude it. But what a single firm 
cannot do, a group of firms or the 
industry as a whole could come very near 
to doing. 


I am reminded of a scheme I tried to 
organise some ten years ago, designed 
alike to give added status to the crafts- 
man by enrolling him in a guild and at 
the same time giving him some guarantee 
of continuous employment. The essence 
of it was to set up a central register for 
the transfer of craftsmen from one firm 
to another. If I saw that next week or 
next month I would not have work im- 
mediately available for, say, a dozen 
carpenters, I notified the central pool and 
they were passed on to one of the other 
firms which wanted carpenters. At the 
same time I might ask for half a dozen 
plumbers. 

Several well-known firms agreed to 
come into the scheme, and many of their 
directors were keen to make a go of it. 
We discussed it privately with representa- 
tives of the operatives and individually 
they were all for it. But the scheme in- 
cluded agreement by all the adherent 
firms to accept one another’s grading of 
employees’ proficiency and conduct so 
that progress upwards from the ranks to 
‘leading hands,’ etc., would not be 
stopped by a change of employer. This 
was held by some of the operatives’ 
leaders as creating a ‘privileged’ class 
amongst their members. Because of this 
it was opposed and came to naught. Per- 
haps if it were tried again today we 
should all be more co-operative. 

Of course, within limits, the practice 
of passing on men to a friendly firm when 
you have no immediate work for them, 
in the hope that you will get them back 
when you have, goes on today. But is 
this the nearest we can get to the quasi- 
permanent terms on which we engage 
our office staffs? Provision is made in 
the apprentice scheme for the transfer of 
apprentices if for any reason the original 
apprentice-master finds it impossible to 
complete the full period of the indenture. 
Could not some similar arrangement be 
made, at least for the craftsmen, in the 
building industry?

THIS PRIVATE HOUSE in Bournemouth, Hampshire, was designed for the film 
actor, Mr. Jack Hawkins. The site is a corner plot of half an acre, in 
a residential road containing a mixed collection of architectural styles. The 
plot did not possess trees, and orientation required careful planning. 


The provision of a main bedroom on the ground floor, for an occupant 
who has difficulty in climbing stairs, dictated a plan with only a small amount 
of first-floor accommodation. A courtyard type of layout resulted from this, 


and from the desire for all-day sun and privacy from the roads and adjoining 
properties. 


All walls, except a small amount of Purbeck stone, are cellular concrete 
blocks. The side walls are cavity construction rendered externally. Other 
walls are single blocks, rendered or faced with timber boarding. First-floor 
construction is timber, with a small amount of concrete to carry the balcony 
and overhang on the entrance side. The kitchen roof is of aluminium 
decking, and the main roof is of timber construction, covered with concrete 
tiles. 

Heating is by oil-fired boiler serving radiators in all rooms and providing 
hot water. The kitchen has separate electric water heater for summer use.

Comparison of Professional Incomes 


THE RIBA COUNCIL, at its meeting on March 
8, approved with a few minor revisions 
the report of the Secretariat on the com- 
parison of professional incomes which 
had been prepared following the dis- 
closure in the Report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Doctors’ and Dentists’ 
Remuneration that the architect was at 
the bottom of the scale of professional 
earnings. This was disclosed at the Press 
conference held at the RIBA on March 
9, which was presided over by Mr. 
D. E. E. Gibson, CBE, Vice-President 
RIBA. 

A note on age distribution in the Secre- 
tariat’s report shows that a large propor- 
tion of architects are in the younger age 
groups—35 per cent were under 35 in 
1955-56—as a result of an intake during 
the post-war years greatly in excess of 
the number of deaths and retirements. 
However, says the report, this position is 
not unique. More than half of the group 
‘Graduates in industry’ who are among 
the higher income groups were under 35 
in 1955-56. The corresponding propor- 
tions for barristers was 38 per cent, sur- 
veyors (excluding those in public service) 
37 per cent, engineers 29 per cent. 

At the other extreme were the 
actuaries, with a high proportion of mem- 
bers over 45. This profession was 
among the highest income group, but it 
is a very small and highly specialised one, 
with very high standards of entry, and is 
undoubtedly finding it difficult to recruit 
enough new members. 


Action to be Taken 


The Council decided that immediate 
action should be taken as follows: 

(1) The Policy Committee will look at 
the overall implications for the Institute 
of the Royal Commission’s report. 

(2) The Professional Relations Commit- 


tee will be responsible for co-ordinating 
the work of all those Committees of the 
Institute who are affected by the report, 
namely Practice, Management, Technical 
Information, Public Relations, Board of 
Architectural Education, Committee on 
Technician Class, Classes of Membership, 
and Practical Training. Copies of the 
paper will be circulated to these Com- 
mittees who will be asked to consider as 
a matter of urgency the points which par- 
ticularly affect their work. 

(3) The Allied Societies will be asked 
to consider the paper and submit their 
observations. 

(4) The Secretariat will go ahead with 
preparations for a comprehensive survey 
of architects’ offices to meet the various 
needs outlined in the paper. Attempts are 
being made to raise money outside the 
Institute (e.g. from industrial companies 
with interests in the building industry, 
foundations, etc.) for special research 
appointments since the Institute has not 
sufficient resources free to undertake 
more than the general direction of the 
survey. 

(5) The County Architects’ Society and 
the City and Borough Architects’ Society 
will be invited to comment, in particular 
upon how far the levels at which staff are 
employed are dictated by the wishes of 
the Chief Architect and how far by ques- 
tions of parity with other departments. 

(6) The Association of Official Archi- 
tects will be invited to comment, in par- 
ticular upon how far they think it practi- 
cable to take action in concert with, for 
example, local government engineers and 
surveyors. 

(7) A letter will be sent on behalf of 
the Council to the Government (Minister 
of Health and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer) expressing support for the Com- 
mission’s proposal that the Board of In- 


Inquiry Bureau 


Trade Usage or Architect's Instructions? 


QUESTION: When a specification for work 
based on a lump sum tender allows a 
certain choice of material which varies in 
price, who has the final decision, the 
building owner or the builder? 
A. W. R. 

ANSWER: A court of law would decide this 
problem by trying to ascertain the inten- 
tion of the parties. If there were a 
generally accepted trade usage, the court 
might well accept that as evidence of 
what was intended. In the absence of 
any such usage, it would be necessary to 
ascertain the intention of the parties from 
the contract documents and other sur- 
rounding circumstances. In this con- 
nection, the following points might be 
relevant: 

(1) Was there an architect for the pur- 
poses of the contract, and had he power 
to give instructions? If so, one might 
expect the choice of tiles to be a matter 


for architect’s instructions. 

(2) Did the contract contain a clause 
providing for extra payment for work 
done in pursuance of the architect's in- 
structions? If so, this clause would throw 
some light on point (1). 

(3) Were any items in the specification 
described as provisional cost? If so, the 
fact that the tiles were not shown as a 
PC item might be taken to mean that the 
choice was left to the builder. A. E. T.

—A meeting has taken place on this sub- 
ject between representatives of the RIBA 
and the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government and discussions are con- 
tinuing. 

Public Opinion Survey on Attitude to 
Architects.—The proposal made in Coun- 
cil that a pilot survey of the public atti- 
tude to architects should be undertaken 
at a cost of £200 has been considered by 
the Finance and House Committee in 
consultation with the Public Relations 
Committee. As a result the Finance 
and House Committee have agreed to 
the cost being met from ordinary revenue. 

Allied Societies’ Conference.—Mr. 
Herbert Jackson, FRIBA (Birmingham), 
has been elected Chairman of the Allied 
Societies’ Conference for the 1960-61 
Session and becomes a Vice-President. 

IUA Congress, 1961.—The Council of 
the Building Centre have voted the sum 
of £1000 to be handled by their Technical 
Committee for the purposes of arranging 
functions and an exhibition for the IUA 
Congress.

A Thames Flood Barrier 
Technical Possibilities Discussed in White Paper 


IN APRIL, 1953, following the un- 
precedented east coast storm of January 
31, a departmental committee under the 
chairmanship of the late Lord Waverley 
was appointed to examine the cause of 
floods, the possibility of their recurrence, 
and the reasonable margin of safety re- 
quired in sea defences. The Committee, 
whose report was published in May, 1954 
(Cmd. 9165), were impressed by the pos- 
sibility that serious flooding might occur 
in the London area if the 1953 water 
levels were ever exceeded and recom- 
mended a detailed technical study of the 
technical and engineering aspects. 

As a result of this and further study 
by a technical panel, a White Paper 
(Technical possibilities of a Thames Flood 
Barrier, Cmd. 956. HMSO, price 3s. 6d.) 
on the feasibility of constructing a mov- 
able barrier on the River Thames to 
prevent flooding due to tidal surges, was 
presented to Parliament on March 2 by 
Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. The conclusions 


and recommendations of Messrs. Rendel, 
Palmer & Tritton and Sir Bruce White, 
Wolfe Barry & Partners, consulting 
engineers appointed in July, 1956, to 
advise on the barrier, are included in the 
appendices. 

The consultants were required ‘ to sub- 
mit a technical report covering the prac- 
ticability of providing a movable barrier 
across the Thames in the Long Reach to 
exclude dangerous tides-cum-surges from 
the river, or, if that proves to be imprac- 
ticable, to suggest any other site which 
in their view would overcome the tech- 
nical difficulties.’ The consultants were 
also asked to provide plans and costs of 
their proposals. 


A Limited Purpose 


The White Paper says that the con- 
sultants’ reports indicate that the con- 
struction of a movable barrier though 
technically feasible would have a limited 
purpose; namely, the exclusion from the 
heavily built-up area of dangerous surges

A site in- 
vestigation was undertaken in 1955 and 
extracts from the report are included in 
the conditions and instructions to com- 
peting architects. The Board requires a 
comprehensive scheme for the whole site, 
but the building development will be 
undertaken in two phases. 

The method of construction should 
allow the highest degree of flexibility so 
that the layouts can be adapted to meet 
changed requirements. Diagnostic and 
treatment departments should be planned 
to permit future extension. 

The accommodation required includes 
18 ward units and all ancillary depart- 
ments, resident and non-resident staff 
accommodation, an administration sec- 
tion, a works unit, a teaching unit. and 
adequate garaging and car parking 
facilities.

travelling up the estuary from the North 
Sea. Only when such a surge was 
threatened would the barrier be closed. 
It would not eliminate all risk of flooding 
in the area below Teddington Weir and 
it would not have any effect in any cir- 
cumstances on conditions above the 
weir. In particular, it would not have 
the purpose of preventing floods which 
might be caused by heavy rainfall or melt- 
ing snow. 

Many problems remain to be solved, 
and there must be further study before 
any final decisions can be taken whether 
or not to carry out works which would 
be both extensive and costly. The 
Government now proposes to consult the 
local authorities. river boards, conserv- 
ancies and other bodies concerned in the 
Thames estuary both above and below 
Long Reach. These consultations will 
cover all aspects of flood prevention in 
the estuary, including the barrier pro- 
posal and the arrangements under which 
(if it goes forward) such a barrier might 
be built and operated. 


Church Architecture 


Architects and Churchmen Confer 
“ THE ARCHITECT AND THE CHURCH’ was the 
subject of a two-day conference held in 
London on March 4 and 5. The confer- 
ence, which was organised by ‘ Christian 
Teamwork,’ was attended mainly by 
architects and clergymen under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Edward D. Mills, CBE, 
FRIBA, MSIA. Its purpose was to dis- 
cuss statements made in May last year at 
an international conference of architects. 
At this meeting, called together by the 
Ecumenical Institute of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches at Bossey, Geneva, thir- 
teen points were formulated to guide 
church architects. 

The opening discussion was introduced 
by MR. MILLS with an illustrated lecture 
on modern church architecture on the 
Continent, supplemented by the work of 
members of the conference. A wide 
variety of English building was shown, 
ranging from Quaker meeting 
Salvation Army _  citadels, Methodist 
dual purpose chapels, Roman Catholic 
churches and an Anglican cathedral. 

On the second day addresses 
given by the REV. GILBERT COPE, MSC, 
and the REV. DOUGLAS WOOLEN, MA. 
Their subjects were ‘ The Work and Life 
of the Church as a Community with a 
Mission and a Living Message for the 
Modern World’ and ‘ The Church’s In- 
structions to the Architect.’ The confer- 
ence was concluded by MR. GEORGE Cc. 
PACE, FRIBA, and MR. PAUL MAUGER, 
FRIBA, who discussed ‘A Good Church 
Building is normally the Finished Work 
of a Single Designer, Briefed by the Con- 
gregation and not closely controlled by 
the Committee.’

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The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


The Civil Appropriation 
Accounts 


CERTAIN DIFFICULTIES which the Ministry 
of Transport had experienced in the 
financial control of road projects managed 
by consulting engineers are referred to 
by SIR EDMUND COMPTON, the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General, in his report on the 
Civil Appropriation Accounts, 1958-59, 
published as a White Paper on March 1. 

Discussing at some length the control 
of expenditure on new construction and 
major improvement of roads, Sir Edmund 
devotes attention to ‘direct’ contracts 
for works prepared and supervised by 
consulting engineers and he sets out the 
duties and other requirements laid on the 
consulting engineer by the form of agree- 
ment. He says that progress and final 
payments by the Department were made 
on the basis of consulting engineers’ cer- 
tificates which with the contractors’ 
requests for payment became the 
vouchers supporting charges to the Votes. 
In the case of the Ministry of Transport. 
experience had shown that in the absence 
of a standard form of certificate the 
amount of information furnished by con- 
sultants with their payment certificates 
varied considerably and had sometimes 
been so meagre as to make it difficult for 
the Ministry’s Finance Division to be 
satisfied from the certificate itself as to 
the propriety of the contractors’ claims. 

The Auditor-General adds.—‘ I under- 
stand that the Ministry have not exercised 
their right to inspect consulting engineers’ 
records relating to contract work. They 
are, however, discussing with the Associa- 
tion of Consulting Engineers a code of 
instructions designed to standardise the 
information furnished by consulting 
engineers with their certificates and 
ensure that the Ministry’s requirements 
will be met.’ 

Sir Edmund Compton goes on to detail 
and call attention to increases in the esti- 
mated cost of road construction schemes. 
Among the points he made were these on 
the following projects: 

Runcorn-Widnes Bridge.—In August 1954 
the provisional estimate was £1.68m., revised 
in March 1956 after detailed investigation 
by the consulting engineer, to £2.063m. In 
December 1957 following the receipt of 
tenders the Ministry reported that the esti- 
mated cost had risen further to £2.912m. 
The Auditor-General states: —‘ The greater 
part of this increase resulted from under- 
estimating by the consulting engineer of the 
quantities and price of steelwork and paint- 
ing required for the main arch superstruc- 
ture. The Treasury expressed concern at 
the serious estimating, particularly as the 
estimate of £2.063m. was prepared when the 
consultants were aware of the precise form 
the bridge would take. They commented 
that they might not have been so willing 


to agree to the scheme if they had known 
of the true cost.’ 


Preston By-pass.—In June 1955 the Trea- 
sury approved the scheme in principle at 
a cost provisionally estimated at £2.5m. By 
March 1959 the estimate had risen to 
£4.669m. and included £350,000 for work 
which could not reasonably have been fore- 
seen. This aed represented a settlement 
negotiated with the approval of the Ministry 
and the Treasury by the Lancashire County 
Council, as principals to the contract, after 


the contractor ‘had claimed a much larger 
sum and the Council had disputed the 
claim.’ The latest estimate also included 
£90,000 for additional drainage put in after 
the breaking up of part of the surface of the 
road shortly after it came into use. The cost 
of repairs to the road itself, estimated at 
£5,000, was excluded from the estimate pend- 
ing a decision on the extent of the contrac- 
tor’s liability for maintenance under the 
terms of the contract. 

Cromwell Road Extension.—In 1954 the 
provisional estimate was £lm. Later, addi- 
tional expenditure was approved. The latest 
total estimate was £2.43m., but this figure 
did not include provision for claims for some 
£200,000 submitted to the Ministry by the 
contractors for the flyover. The Ministry had 
offered to submit these claims to arbitration. 

London-Yorkshire Motorway. — General 
preparatory work began in 1950, a firm of 
consulting engineers being engaged. The 
Auditor-General recounts how estimated cost 
rose from £12.5m. in 1955 to £15.4m. in 
April, 1957, to £17.6m. later in 1957 to 
£19.4m. in April, 1959, and the Ministry 
attributed a great part of the additional 
expenditure to the wet weather of the sum- 
mer of 1958. Further large items were excess 
expenditure of about £330,000 on rock 
excavation and a _ probably additional 
£250,000 on repairs to county roads. The 
Ministry admitted that the increase in cost 
was much larger than they expected and 
they were considering whether any change 
was needed in their arrangements with con- 
sulting engineers generally to prevent a 
recurrence of situations of this kind. There 
followed discussions with the Treasury who 
had expressed disquiet and called for 
examination of the methods of control of 
direct contracts and the application of the 
lessons learned from this scheme to future 
contracts. By December, 1959, the Ministry’s 
total estimate stood at £21.5m., comprising 
£19.75m. for constructional works, £lm. for 
land and accommodation works and £0.75m. 
for consultants’ fees. 


Maintenance of Historic Buildings 


A review of current grants towards the 
maintenance of historic buildings has 
revealed cases where the initial estimates 
of the cost of repairs were apparently 
based on incomplete and_ superficial 
inspection of the building or included 
inadequate allowance for the likelihood 
of underlying defects. In consequence, 
a number of grants had been substan- 
tially increased or supplemented by fur- 
ther grants to cover additional work later 
found to be necessary. 

This is also stated by sIR EDMUND 
COMPTON in his report. In one case, he 
says, a grant of £2,000 was approved 
towards repairs to a castle estimated by 


the owner’s architect to cost about 
£3,000. The architect's report stated that’ 


until] timbers were opened up it was diffi- 
cult to estimate the extent of replace- 
ment. Further defects were revealed 
during the work when it was found that 
certain areas of the walls were hollow and 
the outer skin collapsed when touched. 
Grants totalling £29,500 had been 
approved to date. 

In another case a grant of £5,000 was 
approved towards urgent repairs esti- 
mated by the owner’s architect at £2,705 
and by the Ministry’s architect as £7,100. 
The lowest tender obtained for the work 
was £23,075 and a grant of £20.000 in 
substitution for the first grant was 
approved. A further grant of £4,800 was 
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made for further repairs found necessary. 
The Ministry of Works attributed its 
architect's underestimate to the fact that 
he was new to this type of work and 
could visit the site for only one day. 

In view of the potential commitment 
incurred once a building had been 
accepted for grant aid, the Auditor- 
General said he had asked the Ministry of 
Works to report on the adequacy of its 
measures for ascertaining what the total 
cost of work was likely to be, and the 
Ministry had replied that estimating for 
work in historic buildings could rarely be 
as close as estimating for normal build- 
ings. The Department had no powers to 
require or pay for opening up. 

In June 1955 the Historic Buildings 
Council had arranged that two estimates 
should be furnished by the architect, the 
first being based on known factors and 
the second on ‘pessimistic assumptions 
of what might come to light after work 
had started.’ This procedure had been 
reviewed by the Ministry of Works during 
1959 and still further measures were 
introduced to improve estimating. It 
was made clear that estimates must cover 
the whole building. Architects had also . 
been instructed to include more adequate 
contingency items in their original esti- 
mates. 

He had also been informed that the 
Council and the Ministry in considering 
both initial and increased grants, had 
always satisfied themselves that the build- 
ing merited the grant or increase and 
that the expenditure was necessary. 


Salaries of New Staff 


Referring to receipts in respect of the 
salaries and expenses of Ministry of 
Works staff engaged on recoverable ser- 
vices, SIR EDMUND COMPTON calls atten- 
tion to a comparison of administration 
costs with outside professional charges. 

He points out that in 1951 the Ministry 
estimated that the cost of a private archi- 
tect and other professional advice for a 
traditional new building costing £150,000 
would represent 13 per cent of the cost 
of the building. At this time the equiva- 
lent Works Directorate costs, excluding 
common services and other overheads, 
were assessed at 9.3 per cent. As the 
Ministry’s assessment of such ‘ opera- 
tional’ costs had risen to 14.8 per cent, 
or 21.7 per cent including overheads, he 
had inquired whether a comparison with 
outside professional charges had since 
been made. 

‘I was informed,’ he stated, ‘ that little 
weight could be attached to such a cal- 
culation for a single hypothetical building 
and that no further comparisons had yet 
been made.’ 


The Noise Abatement Bill 


THE NOISE ABATEMENT BILL, a private 
member’s measure, received its second 
reading on March 4 when the sponsor, 
MR. RUPERT SPEIR, said the aim was not 
to abolish noise but to control, curb, 
restrict and reduce noise. There were 
some gaps in the Bill but he believed it 
would enable local authorities and private 
individuals to take action in a simple, 
easy and cheap form if anyone caused 
excessive, unreasonable and unnecessary 
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noise. In the fight against excessive noise 
there ought to be education and propa- 
ganda, more insulation and research and 
use of legislation. 

MR. RONALD BELL said that what they 
were fighting was an attitude of mind. If 
one went to a building site, noise was 
expected. Noise was considered to be 
almost the symbol of activity and 
prosperity and of men at work. Better 
examples of unnecessary noise would be 
found on building sites than anywhere 
else. The classic case was the mortar 
mixer. It had a small, weak motor. The 
noise did not come from the cement being 
turned but from the exhaust of a motor 
which was not silenced because ‘ mortar 
mixers never are silenced.’ 

He added.— There is no technical diffi- 
culty about silencing a mortar mixer yet 
many people have spent hours of unhap- 
piness having to listen to them.’ The 
noise and bustle of work was largely 
unnecessary. The pace of work could be 
greatly increased, the quality improved 
and at the same time the strain reduced 
if on building sites, in factories and other 
places of work there was silence or some- 
thing approaching it. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said the Government had 
set up the Wilson Committee to examine 
the nature, sources and effects of the 
noise problem and to advise on what 
further measures could be taken to miti- 
gate it. The subject was complex and the 
membership of the committee would 
include people with a wide range of 
scientific and other interests. He was not 
in a position to announce membership 
although they already knew the chairmar.

The inquiry would take some time and 
in the meantime Mr. Speir had brought 
forward this Bill. The Minister of 
Housing and Local Government had some 
reservations on the Bill as drafted but 
subject to those he welcomed it and 
wished it a successful passage. In town 
planning decisions noise was a factor 
taken into account but they must recog- 
nise the difficulty of spotting the small 
firm that had no noise nuisance attached 
to it to-day but which would grow into 
a giant firm with a large noise implica- 
tion. That was a difficulty they were 
trying to tackle in all town planning 
decisions.

Tighter Control of 
Caravans 


GOVERNMENT proposals for the better 
control of caravan sites and for 
strengthening the planning enforcement 
machinery generally are contained in the 
Caravan Sites and Control of Develop- 
ment Bill published on March 9. 

The main purposes of the Bill are to 
introduce a new system for licensing 
caravan sites, whether for residential or 
for holiday use, with penalties for un- 
licensed operation or for breaches of 
licence conditions ; to make special pro- 
vision for the review of caravan sites 
already established ; to give local autho- 
rities a statutory power to provide and 
manage caravan sites themselves (if neces- 
sary, to take over existing sites) and 
over development in general; to make 
good defects in the existing enforcement 
provisions, where the decision of a plan- 
ning authority or of the Minister has been 
disregarded, or when development has 
been carried out without permission. 

The caravan provisions of the Bill 
apply to Scotland as well as to England 
and Wales, but the changes in enforce- 
ment procedure do not, because the Scot- 
tish enforcement system differs from the 
English. 

By the Bill the Government are hoping 
to sweep away all the legal confusion 
which has existed over caravan sites, and 
at the same time they are seeking to re- 
concile the demands of caravan users with 
the desire of those who want to preserve 
the beauty of the countryside and coastal 
scenery.

MR. H. FRASER, Under Secretary, War 
Office.—‘ We have discussed with the 
Commission our plans for Woolwich, 
Chelsea and Wellington Barracks, Red- 
ford Barracks, Edinburgh; Millbank 
Hospital and the Queen Victoria School, 
Dunblane.

In answer to a further question, Mr. 
Fraser said that they proposed in future 
to consult the RFAC on a considerable 
number of buildings, including the Hyde 
Park Barracks. 


Two New Bridges for Bristol 


The main proposals in the Bristol Cor- 
poration Bill, which received its second 
reading on February 25, involve the con- 
struction of two new bridges over the 
River Avon and Cumberland Basin. mr. 
W. A. WILKINS, one of the Bristol MPs, 
said these bridges would be part of a 
large highway improvement scheme for 
this area of the city which would also 
include the building of an elaborate 
underpass and flyover system. 


Institutions for the Fine Arts 


There is to be an orderly programme of 
structural improvements and extensions 
to many national institutions, announced 
SIR EDWARD BOYLE, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, when he replied to a debate 
on the fine arts on February 26. 

He recalled that a few months ago the 
Fifth Report of the Standing Commission 
on Museums and Galleries recommended 
a number of improvements and exten- 
sions and at the Government’s request, 
the Standing Commission gave advice on 
the order of priority which should be 
attached to the various projects. Sub- 
ject to Parliamentary approval and to 
other needs of the investment pro- 
gramme, the capital projects to which 
the Standing Commission gave priority 
would be carried out in an orderly, 
phased programme during the next five 
or six years. It was the Government’s 
definite intention to carry out that pro- 
gramme in that time. 


Settling Planning Appeals 


MR. A. J. IRVINE asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on March 
8, what proposals he had for authorising 
his inspectors to settle planning appeals 
on the spot, when both parties expressed 
willingness for this to be done. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘I am anxious to 
speed up the handling of planning appeals; 
but I am at present concentrating on 
improving the administrative arrange- 
ments. The procedure suggested by Mr. 
Irvine would require amendment of the 
law. I am not in any event con- 
vinced that to delegate to an official 
the responsibility for even minor plan- 


ning decisions—which can be very im- 
portant to the persons affected—would be 
appropriate.’ 


£20m. Towards Indus Basin Works 


MR. C. J. M. ALPORT, Minister of State 
for Commonwealth Relations, said in a 
written reply on February 29 that HM 
Government had learned with great satis- 
faction that substantial progress had been 
made in negotiations between the Gov- 
ernments of India and Pakistan, under 
the auspices of the International Bank, 
over the division of the waters of the 
Indus basin and he understood that the 
Bank hoped that a Water Treaty might 
be concluded between these two 
countries within the next two months. 

He said: ‘I am informed that the Bank 
estimates that the total cost of works 
required to implement its proposals will 
be in the order of £360m. The UK 
Government propose to make a grant of 
£20,860,000 to be paid over a period of 
10 years into a fund to be administered 
by the International Bank.’ 


Mauritius Cyclone Damage 


MR. CALLAGHAN aSked the Colonial 
Secretary on February 29 what further 
aid he proposed to give to Mauritius in 
view of the additional destruction caused 
by the second cyclone which had struck 
the island. 

MR. MACLEOD said he had promised the 
delegation from Mauritius at present in 
Britain that he would arrange for an out- 
side expert assessment of the damage 
caused by the cyclone to be undertaken 
with a view to considering the further 
assistance which the Mauritius Govern 


ment would require from HM Govern- 
ment. 


Outdoor Advertising Code 


In his determination to get rid of un- 
desirable clutter, MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, assured MPs on February 29 that 
if the voluntary code of practice which 
the outdoor advertising interests were 
producing did not achieve its objective he 
would not hesitate in due course to pro- 
duce other means of doing so. 


Ford Works on Merseyside 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of 
the Board of Trade, said on March 1 that 
he was still discussing with the Ford 
Motor Company the terms of Government 
financial assistance for their Merseyside 
project, but he had informed them that 
the Government could not _ reserve 
Merseyside for one particular firm. The 
company had asked for and received the 
necessary IDCs. 


Welsh LAs and Architectural Advice 


The criticism that there are some Welsh 
local authorities still prepared to forgo 
the architectural advice they badly need 
is made in the White Paper on develop- 
ments and Government action in Wales 
and Monmouthshire in 1959, presented to 
Parliament on March 1 by MR. HENRY 
BROOKE, Minister for Welsh Affairs. 

‘As a result,’ says the report, ‘ there is 
a very wide gap between the good and 
the mediocre in Welsh local authority 
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housing. The whole problem of design 
and siting of dwellings in Wales is one 
in which there is still much room for im- 
provement and experiment.’ However, 
the report stresses that some housing 
authorities were conscious of the impor- 
tance of good house design and housing 
estate lay-out. ‘ They plan the interiors 
and exteriors of houses with care and im- 
agination. Skilful efforts are made to 
blend houses and their surroundings 
without loss of variety in the appearance 
of housing estates. Trees and open spaces 
are preserved.’ 


Progress with Offices Bill 


The Offices Bill, a private member's 
measure to make further and better pro- 
vision for health, welfare and safety in 
offices, has cleared the most difficult 
hurdle of its passage. The committee 
stage in the House of Commons was con- 
cluded on March 10 and although vastly 
different in drafting, its principal aims are 
the same. It empowers the Home Secre- 
tary to make regulations for the provi- 
sion of lavatory and washing facilities in 
offices, suitable lighting, heating, venti- 
lation and cleanliness, of drinking water, 
first aid equipment and efficient escape 
from fire. 

Local authorities will be responsible 
for enforcing the regulations, except in 
offices in factories which the Government 
intend to include among the responsibili- 
ties of the Factory Inspectorate. As it 
stands, the Bill will come into force on 
January 1, 1962. The regulations will be 
effective from dates fixed in them. 


National Homes Week 


Minister to Open Inaugural Conference 


AS AN INTRODUCTION to the National 
Homes Week, which the Federation of 
Registered House-Builders is arranging 
to take place from March 25 to April 2, 
a special conference on ‘Homes of the 
Future ’ will be held in London on March 
24. An invited audience will discuss 
trends in house design and estate lay-out 
which are likely to develop in the years 
ahead. The Minister of Housing, the Rt. 
Hon. Henry Brooke, MP, will formally 
open the conference, which will be held 
in the council chamber of the NFBTE, 
82 New Cavendish-street, W1. 

In London, the Building Centre will 
remain open until 7 p.m. (Saturday 1 pm.) 
so that the public can view, after normal 
working hours, the Ideal Home exhibi- 
tion of prize-awarded designs for small 
houses. 

Of particular interest to all concerned 
in the building trades, as well as to the 
general public, will be the Brains Trust 
to be held at the Housing Centre, 13 
Suffolk-street, Haymarket, SWI, on 
March 29, when a panel will answer 
questions on ‘House Design in Private 
Estate Development.’ Mr. D. E. Wood- 
bine Parish, FIOB, president of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, will be in the chair and the 
panel will be Mr. Peter Dunham, FRIBA, 
a private architect; Mrs. L. Wills, ARIBA, 
architect/housewife; and Mr. R. W. 
Whittington, FIOB, a house-builder.

St. Paul's Cathedral Precinct ; 


AT THE COUNCIL meeting on March 8, MR. 
ROBERT VIGARS asked the chairman of the 
Town Planning Committee whether 
revised proposals for the redevelopment 
of the area immediately north of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral had been approved. If 
such was the case what were the main 
alterations from the scheme as reported 
last month to the Council? Mr. Vigars 
also asked whether the chairman was 
satisfied that the revised proposals would 
not adversely affect the view of the 
Cathedral from north London. 

In reply MR. RICHARD EDMONDs stated 
that the Committee had approved revised 
proposals. Dealing with the main altera- 
tions from the scheme as last reported, 
he said that the height of three inter- 
mediate north/south blocks had been in- 
creased by 10 ft. to 179 ft. The tall block 
had been made slimmer and increased in 
length by 47 ft. to project over the piazza. 
The building to replace Ivy House had 
been redesigned to be at right-angles to 
the tall block and to create an open space 
next to Newgate-street; the view of the 
Cathedral from Newgate-street had been 
improved. The shopping centre had been 
raised to the main piazza level and would 
provide two levels, with potential high 
level pedestrian connection to the 
cepposite side of Newgate-street. 

Mr. Edmonds assured the meeting that

the revised proposals were in accordance 
with the Holford scheme as approved by 
the City Corporation, the Council and 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. It was considered that the 
view of St. Paul’s from the northern 
heights of London would not be impaired.

Spare Capacity in Civil Engineering 


bs A Paradoxical Situation’ 


A SEEMINGLY paradoxical situation has 
arisen in the constructional industries, 
said MR. R. M. DOUGLAS, president of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contrac- 
tors, speaking at Newcastle on March 11. 
As a whole, these industries were busy 
and were in places showing signs of strain, 
mainly shortages of bricks and to a lesser 
extent reinforcing rods. And yet there 
was still a large amount of unused capa- 
city in civil engineering. The reason, said 
Mr. Douglas, was that most of the stimu- 
lus to construction was on housing. 


In civil engineering. capacity had 
increased greatly through mechanisation 
and the industry was in a position to 
carry out a larger road programme. 

Referring to what he described as 
excessively keen competition, Mr. 
Douglas said that some tenders did not 
seem to be covering overheads let alone 
profits. The highly competitive condi- 
tions presented an excellent opportunity 
for local authorities to release schemes 
for improving water supplies and moder- 
nising sewerage systems.

LMBA 
Lectures on the Association’s Work 


TO FOSTER the increasing interest which 
younger members are showing in the 
activities of the LMBA the Association 
has arranged a series of four lectures by 
members of the senior staff, each explain- 
ing his own sphere of activity. The series 
was opened on March 15, when the 
Director of the Association, MR. G. H. A. 
HUGHES, OBE, spoke on the organisation, 
functions and administration of the 
National Federation and the LMBA. 

In introducing the series of lectures the 
President of the LMBA, mr. E. J. COOK, 
FIOB, said that mankind had devoted 
much of his time to wrangling over 
political systems. The battle of demo- 
cracy against totalitarianism had been 
fought on many and varied battlefields. 
The work of the LMBA was an example 
of democracy, and in order that it could 
function effectively it was quite essential 
that its members should participate in 
its activities to the full. 

It was unfortunately typical of the 
present state of development of thinking 
in this country, Mr. Cook continued, that 
people were inclined to avoid responsi- 
bility, rather than to welcome it, enjoy it, 
and to undertake the dependent risks 
which came with it.

Institute and National Federation Annual Dinner and Dance 


THE EMPLOYERS’ ASSOCIATIONS in the in- 
dustry were well represented at the 
annual dinner and dance organised jointly 
by the Institute of Plumbing and the 
National Federation of Plumbers and 
Domestic Engineers (Employers) and held 
at the Park Lane Hotel, W1, on March 9. 
Mr. N. Firth, MIP, president of the 
National Federation, took the chair. 


Proposing the toast of ‘ The National 
Organisations’ MR. L. A. WALDEN, CBE 
(chairman, National Joint Council) spoke 
of the value of the contribution made to 
the work of the National Joint Council 
both by the Institute (which had been one 
of the founders of the old Building Trades 
Parliament from which the NJC had de- 
veloped) and the Federation. The trades 
they served had seen many changes 
brought about by new techniques and 
economic requirements, and these changes 
only emphasised the need of the industry 
for labour and brains which should be 
of the best. ‘In this industry we must 
have the best,’ said Mr. Walden, ‘ even 
if it costs a lot of money. We need to 
provide good training, give good manage- 
ment and get efficient work, and in all 


these things modern techniques are here 
to help us. 

‘If we fail in our endeavours in these 
things,’ Mr. Walden declared, ‘ we shall 
fail as an industry in making our contri- 
bution to the country.’ 


Duty to Community 


In thanking Mr. Walden for his re- 
marks, the chairman, MR. N. FIRTH, said 
that the organisations representing differ- 
ing facets of the industry were yet related 
in one endeavour—the advancement of 
the standing of their members. More than 
that, they were unique in that they were 
members of an industry which impinged 
deeply on the life of the community. 

‘I would suggest,’ said the chairman, 
‘that in large measure the state of the 
nation is reflected in the state of the 
building industry.’ 

But all associations were inter-depen- 
dent according to the state of the national 
economy. Thus, during the war when 
emergency measures had to be imposed, 
associations such as the plumbers’ acted 
as means of communication for questions 
concerning their trade. Some of the con- 


Foremen and Clerks of Works 
LRC Annual Meeting and Election of Officers 


INQUIRIES MADE of the Institute of 
Builders regarding application for ad- 
mission to the new class of Registered 
Foreman on practice grounds were dis- 
cussed at the annual meeting of the Lon- 
don Regional Council of Builders’ Fore- 
men and Clerks of Works on February 
10. It was understood that the Institute 
were still dealing with certain matters 
arising from the introduction of this class 
and would be prepared to accept appli- 
cations received by them not later than 
May 20, 1961. At the meeting Mr. H. T. 
Piesse (LBFA) was elected chairman of 
the Council for the ensuing year; Mr. 
E. J. Murrell (PIBF & CW) was elected 
senior vice-chairman, and Mr. R. H. 
Arnold (LABF & CW) junior vice-chair- 
man. The retiring chairman, Mr. H. 
Palmer (LABF & CW), was in the chair. 

The Council received proposals for the 
feature programme to be arranged in the 
spring and it was agreed that this should 
take the form of a lecture followed by 
discussion on Building Law, especially 
contractual law, with particular reference 
to the General Foremen and Clerks of 
Works. The function will be held at the 
Henry Jarvis Hall at the RIBA, 66 Port- 
land-place, W1, on April 13. 

During the course of a long discussion 
on the subject of management the view 
was expressed that it was essential for 
foremen, if they were to retain their posi- 
tion as the representative of management 
in control on the site, to be thoroughly 
versed in management techniques. If, as 
appeared to be the case, younger men 
failed to pay sufficient attention to the 


study of management, it was possible that 
in a few years’ time the foreman would 
find himself subordinate to one in a 
supervisory position who was not trained 
in a craft. Reference was also made to 
such factors as the speed of promotion, 
and to the fact that young men taking 
foremanship courses often looked to 
higher levels of management than that of 
general foreman. 


Provident Institution's Ladies’ 
Festival 


AN AIR OF CONVIVIALITY was predominant 
among the large gathering of people 
attending the annual ladies’ festival of 
the Provident Institution of Builders’ 
Foremen and Clerks of Works, held at 
the Café Royal on March 12. The chair- 
man, Mr. L. H. Colls, BA, FIOB, presided. 
He spoke of his ‘ new and pleasant’ role 
as chairman of the Institution, one which 
he had accepted with pride. The gener- 
ous response of firms and individuals 
towards the Institution was mentioned by 
Mr. Colls—over £860 has so far been 
collected this year. The toast of the 
‘Provident’ was proposed by Mr. C. W. 
Hutton, BArch, FRIBA, who thought 
that the development of the traditional 
methods of building should be pursued. 

On the conclusion of the speeches, Mr.

Claim for Extra for 
Subsistence Allowances 


Court of Appeal before Lords 
Justice Ormerod, Devlin and 
Donovan 


Hadsphaltic Construction v. Norman 
Cross RDC 

THE COURT OF APPEAL on March 14 
allowed an appeal by Norman Cross RDC 
from a judgment of Mr. Justice Diplock 
on December 17, 1958, ordering them to 
pay an additional cost of £11,655 incurred 
by contractors constructing sewers and 
sewage works for the council. 


The Hadsphaltic Construction Co. Ltd., 
of The Minories, London, had claimed the 
extra money as a result of having to pay 
their workmen subsistence allowances. 
An arbitrator found for the council, but 
the trial judge reversed that decision. 


Lord Justice Ormerod said he came to 
the same view as the arbitrator and the 
council had no liability to pay the 
£11,655. At the date of the tender, in 
April, 1949, no subsistence allowances 
were payable. 


Lord Justice Devlin and Lord Justice 
Donovan agreed. Lord Justice Donovan 
said that the contract, involving a large 
sum, should have been more carefully 
drafted. Leave to the company to appeal 
to the House of Lords was granted. 





The New Building Wage Increases 


Official Rates Issued by National Joint Council 


AT ITS STATUTORY MEETING On January 14, 
1960, the National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry considered Operatives’ 
Constitutional Amendment Notices pro- 
posing (i) a general increase in current 
hourly rates of wages, and (ii) an increase 
in the shift rates for watchmen. It 
appointed an Ad Hoc Committee to 
examine these proposals in the light of 
the detailed evidence that had been pre- 
sented on behalf of the national parties. 

The Council at its resumed statutory 
meeting on February 12, received the 
report of that Ad Hoc Committee and 
gave further consideration to these 
matters. In that consideration the 
Council has had regard for the essential 
factors to which wages levels can be 
related—namely, the cost-of-living as 
reflected in the retail prices index figures; 
profit margins in the industry; produc- 
tivity; and the status of building workers. 

As a result of its examination of all 
these factors the Council has decided that 
(i) the hourly rates of building craftsmen 
shall be advanced by 24d. per hour; (ii) 
the hourly rates of building labourers 
shall be advanced by 14d. per hour; 
(iii) the shift rates for watchmen shall be 
increased by 9d. per shift. 

The Procedure Committee was directed 
to promulgate these decisions to operate 
on and from Monday, April 18, 1960. 
The new rates are set out below. 


2. Apprentices and Young Male Labourers 
It is to be noted that these increases in 
the standard rates of wages for Crafts- 
men and for Labourers require conse- 
quential adjustment of the rates for: 

(i) Apprentices; 

(ii) Young Male Labourers. 

Under the respective agreements the 
rates for Apprentices are a prescribed 
percentage of the craftsman’s rate, and 
those of Young Male Labourers are a pre- 
scribed percentage of the labourer’s rate. 


3. Watchmen 
The new rates of wages are as follows:

4. Female Operatives 


The rates of wages of women aged 19 
and over, engaged on craft processes, are 
fixed under National Working Rule 1 at 
104d. per hour below the Grade A 
Standard Craft Rate. This rate is subject 
to the same adjustment as may be made 
by the Council from time to time in the 
Grade A Standard Rate for Craftsmen.

Building in the City 

Call to Speed up Street Widening 
THE CITY CORPORATION’S streets com- 
mittee, in a report to the Court of Com- 
mon Council on March 10, recommended 
that work should proceed as quickly as 
possible on the completion of street 
widening outside Mansion House Station. 

The Court approved, in principle, the 
carrying out of the necessary work at an 
estimated cost of £210,000. It will con- 
sist of the part demolition and refacing 
of Mansion House Station Buildings, 
alterations to the station, part demolition 
and new facing wall to Ormond House 
and the necessary street works. 

The committee pointed out that imme- 
diately before the war the Corporation 
was considering the completion of the 
street widening on the south side of 
Queen Victoria-street leading up to its 
junction with Cannon-street. However, 
the section by Mansion House Station 
Buildings was not completed, and as a 
result traffic flow at this important junc- 
tion had been restricted for more than 
20 years. One of the buildings involved, 
Metropolitan Buildings, had now been 
demolished in order to provide working 
space and site for a temporary entrance 
to the station. 

At the meeting details were given of 
the purchase, by agreement, of 7 and 8 
Albion Buildings for £7,500. It was re- 
ported that the property 1s affected by 
planning proposals for the area and will 
be required for road improvement pur- 
poses within the period 1963/1967. The 
Minister has confirmed the compulsory 
purchase of 30 Aldersgate-street, the 
compensation being £800 for disturbance 
plus surveyors’ fees and legal costs.

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Progress of the Modular Society 


Achievements Listed in Current ‘ Quarterly’ Review 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


THE ‘ CLASP’ ASSEMBLIES, featured on the 
cover of the ‘Modular Quarterly’ and 
the entry of an example of the work of 
W. D. Lacey, the Notts County Archi- 
tect, as an official British exhibit at Milan 
this autumn, are proudly claimed as 
feathers in the cap of the Modular 
Society. That this is not an unmerited 
claim may be deduced from a more 
detailed examination of the content of the 
* Quarterly,’ which is a running report on 
the transactions of this Society. 

From the time of the formation of the 
Society in 1953 [that momentous year for 
modular research, which saw also the 
commencement of work on Modular Co- 
ordination at the Building Research 
Station and the appointment of a Head 
of Modular Co-ordination Studies at the 
British Standards Institution] until the 
present, all aspects of this Society’s work 
have steadily developed. The most 
valuable contribution made by _ the 
Society during these years to the transi- 
tion of development from theory to prac- 
tice in modular building, is defined in 
the opening paragraphs of the report: 
‘the practice of modular method... . 
carried on vigorously by members of the 
Modular Society, both in their own busi- 
ness, and in co-operative work under the 
aegis of the Society . . . . is brought into 
focus at meetings. .. .” 

It is in the fact of its readiness to pub- 
lish work-in-progress, and to submit to 
public discussion, that the strength of 
the Society lies, and this element of self- 
critical analysis and appraisal shows in all 
the contents of the ‘ Quarterly.” The 
ideas of its members, good, bad or in- 
different, are exposed to public analysis 
by the members’. themselves, who, 
admitting the need for empiricism, en- 
courage the making of claims and confes- 
sions, each to be sifted by time and 
discussion, until there are retained, on 
the basic sieve of common acknowledge- 
ment, the grains of true progress. 


Modular Co-ordination and Cost 


The news column indicates’ the 
measure of progress in the stated aim of 
the Society ‘to reduce the cost of build- 
ing by promoting modular co-ordination,’ 
an objective which has provided a per- 
manent sign-post to those who are con- 
cerned with work in the field of 
dimensional co-ordination and standard- 
ised techniques. It is perhaps indicative 
of the tenacity and perspicacity of the 
organisation that this constantly re- 
affirmed objective is a reiteration of the 
theme of the first Alfred Bossom lecture 
at the Royal Society of Arts, in December 
1952. when Mr. Mark Hartland Thomas's 
discourse ‘ Cheaper Building: the contri- 
bution of Modular Co-ordination’ 
marked the birth of the Society. Now 
in the news column eight years later 
comes a report from the USA that 245 
out of 298 finished building products 
advertised during October 1959 in 10 
leading journals are based on the 4 in. 


module; in Europe a second report is due, 
to include plans of test buildings erected 
in various countries, following modular 
principles; in England a modular design 
subject is being set to fourth-year archi- 
tectural students in Manchester; and a 
Ministry which may expect to lead the 
way in dealing with the next major pro- 
gramme of governmental building is indi- 
cating an interest in modular methods. 


Position Tolerance 


The report on position tolerance is an 
example of the Society's method of distill- 
ing from its work certain essential rules 
and methods relating to Modular 
Assembly, by maintaining a scrutiny of 
the practical problems. The study of 
tolerance has been a preoccupation since 
the presentation of a report in 1955 
suggesting the adaptation to building of 
BS 1916: Part I: 1953: ‘Limits and Fits 
for Engineering.’ Though the subject is 
complex, the treatment of the report is 
succinct: first a re-statement of the rele- 
vant section of a Results Report pub- 
lished in 1958, then a report on the 
progress of subsequent work. ‘The 
measurements of the Modular Assembly, 
and the analysis of its faults ‘were the 
beginning’ of a process to establish 
tolerances, “a process that will owe as 
much to cumulative experience over the 
next few years as to theoretical discus- 
sion’; this is the perpetual interchange 
between theory and practice, which is an 
essential factor to the success of the pro- 
cesses of standardisation and true indus 
trialisation of building. 

The framework survey indicates the 
amount of study made by the members, 
and reference to this is made in the 
extracts from the minutes of the Tech- 
nical Committee, which postulates a new 
principle for ‘testing by working 
examples.’ 

A report on the choice of sizes for 
modular components is set out in the 
characteristic manner of statement and 
discussion. In this sphere of dimensional 
co-ordination a great deal of important 
and interesting work is coming to light. 
A basic formula, attributed to Dr. J. W. 
Harding of the Building Research 
Station, gives combinations of pairs of 
numbers. This can be used to establish 
the size in modules beginning from which 
every modular space can be exactly filled 
by combinations of two other modular 
dimensions. Some combinations are 
much more useful in this respect than 
others. and this fact has an important 
bearing on the choice of sizes by manu- 
facturers, governing their products; and 
on the selection made by architects and 
designers of ranges of sizes for windows, 
timber frames and similar components. 
An example of this adoption of size-range, 
designed for interchangeability and com- 
binations, is shown in the members’ con- 
tribution, where the sizes of timber 
frames used by Clasp are noted. Other 
work on this subject is in progress, for 


it represents a major advantage of dimen- 
sional co-ordination. This was demon- 
strated at a recent exhibition held by the 
Society, which showed among other facts 
that, in Kent, its trial application has 
been extended to furniture units. 
Although the volume of work grows, 
and the quality of experience increases in 
value, it is likely that this Society may 
have varying fortune as the national ebb 
and flow of commerce affects the build- 
ing industry. In Britain after the war. 
inflated building programmes, concurrent 
with a shortage of labour and materials 
for the building industry, generated an 
interest in techniques of standardisation. 
prefabrication and cost control. It was 
fortuitous that the greater part of the 
building to be done at that time, was in 
the hands of public authorities, whose 
architects could concentrate their atten- 
tion on the technical problems. With 
programmes predictable for several years 
ahead, the more efficient and enlightened 
authorities had the opportunity for for- 
ward research. By the early ‘fifties. 
enough work had been completed to 
establish a basis for re-assessments of 
theory. Practical experience produced 
new problems, new material, for discus- 
sion and analysis. It was against this 
background of postulation and empiri- 
cism, action and adjustment, that the 
Modular Society came into being; in times 
of national prosperity, when the tap is 
turned full on, expedience tends to 
become a dominant factor in deciding 
techniques. While the systems, forged 
out of necessity in times of austerity, may 
come into more general use during such 
periods, the spirit which engendered them 
is likely to be dissipated. It is to be 
hoped that the objectives, so clearly 
defined and acceptable in times of stress, 
should be maintained for the ultimate 
supra-national good-—the universal need 
for efficiency and economy in building.

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Down on the Farm 


Problems of the Appearance and Design of Buildings for Agriculture 


From a Correspondent 


CHANGES have taken place on a substantial 
scale since the Government's system of 
grants towards a capital cost of improve- 
ments on our farms was first introduced. 
The lovely traditional groupings and 
textures of farm buildings, built of local 
material, have become an integral part of 
the character of many of our English 
counties, so that townsman and country- 
man alike find it difficult to observe 
dispassionately the intrusion of new 
standardised shapes that have come about 
largely as a result of mechanisation. The 
townsman who, incidentally, is paying a 
substantial part of the cost of these build- 
ings in taxation, may well be tempted to 
ask that there should be some check on 
their appearance. 

It is held by many that farm buildings 
on a holding should be concentrated in 
one group, but this cannot always be so, 
and it is probably unreasonable to suggest 
that the siting and design of every new 
building required on a farm be approved 
by an official. There are, in fact, many 
farms with outlying buildings many years 
old. Provided these are sound, they can 
probably be converted for new uses, but 
frequently such work will not receive the 
attention of an architect. 


An Interesting Report 


It is also widely held that the number of 
new and replacement buildings required 
by the agricultural industry is such that 
they can be provided at a realistic cost 
only by methods of mass-production. On 
the other hand, the School of Agriculture, 
Nottingham University, last year con- 
ducted an inquiry into the Economics of 
Farm Buildings. From extracts taken 
from the interim report and published in 
‘The Builder’ of September 18 last, one 
very important point seems clear: 40 per 
cent of farmers and landowners indicated 
a willingness to pay between 6 and 10 per 
cent of the building cost for competent 
specialist advice, design and supervision. 
This percentage was stated as being 
approximately three times as high as was 
given by a more random sample of 
farmers (owners of buildings which were 
the subject of a ‘ contract-procedure’ 
survey) who would not be expected to 
have a particular interest in buildings. 

On the question of private versus State 
design service, the report stated: *‘ Many 
consider the existing advisory service of 
the Ministry or the Scottish Colleges 
should be extended.’ Rather more believe 
a design service should be free. But other 
sections suggest that if it is paid for, it 
has a better chance of being respected. 
Where private consultancy services have 
been advocated, the following were sug- 
gested as being necessary in addition to 
more specifically architectural ability: (i) 
a working knowledge of agriculture; (ii) 
knowledge of farm management; (iii) 
knowledge of machinery and equipment 
and mechanical handling; (iv) knowledge 
ot work-study. 

A change in the law to bring broiler 
houses and other large agricultural build- 


ings under planning control was recently 
made by Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. This 
follows talks Mr. Brooke has had with the 
Minister of Agriculture, Mr. John Hare, 
and representatives of local authorities 
and agricultural interests. 

It has been agreed that a limited 
measure of control should be reintro- 
duced for the ‘one purpose of ensuring 
that large farm buildings are sited with 
due regard to local amenities.’ An official 
of the Housing Ministry said: ‘ Ministers 
take the view that control should apply 
to all large farm buildings, since other 
agricultural buildings of comparable size 
to broiler houses may be equally open to 
objection on amenity grounds if badly 
sited.” 

The main decision is that all agricul- 
tural buildings of more than 5,000 sq. ft. 
in area should be excluded from Class VI 
of the General Development Order, 1950 

-which means that buildings of this size 
will be subject to control. It is not con- 
sidered that a case has been made out 
for extending general control to smaller 
agricultural buildings. Ministry officials 
state that the limit of 5,000 sq. ft. would 
apply to the ground floor area of build- 
ings. It would also apply to the aggregate 
area of groups of buildings put up in 
smaller units, i.e. it is proposed that con- 
trol should apply to any building erected 
within 100 yards of any other agricultural 
building put up within the previous two 
years, if their total floor area exceeds 
5,000 sq. ft. 

The Housing Minister proposes to make 
an order to amend the General Develop- 
ment Order, 1950, on these lines. The 
effect would be that the kinds of develop- 
ment listed above would require planning 
permission in the usual way; if permission 
were refused, the applicant would have a 
right of appeal to the Minister. 


Architectural Advice 


One wonders if the services of archi- 
tects may be sought in certain special 
instances where experimental buildings or 
structures are to be erected on farms. 
Plans were recently announced simultane- 
ously by the Minister of Agriculture in the 
House of Commons and Lord Hailsham 
in the Lords for 50 per cent grants to be 
made available for such purposes. 

The scheme is to be administered by 
the Agricultural Research Council. It has 
long been felt that some of the most 
expensive buildings, such as grain driers 
and storage plant, put up since the war 
have become outdated before the costs 
have been written off. The experimental 
work will be under the control of the 
Council’s Farm Buildings Unit. The 
farmer or landowner will have to co- 
operate with the Farm Buildings Unit 
in the design of the building, and pre- 
sumably in its function, and also the func- 
tions of any other experimental devices 
proposed. 

Facilities will have to be available for 
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the inspection of the buildings and 
devices so that eventually the Buildings 
Unit will be able to produce a full report. 
Further particulars of this new scheme 
will be issued in the near future, as also 
will information regarding the making of 
applications for grants. 

Where free of planning restrictions, 
farm-owners and manufacturers of farm 
buildings have a responsibility to the 
public and the industry to attain certain 
standards of design. It has often been 
alleged that it is not easy for even a well- 
disposed farmer to get skilled and reason- 
ably inexpensive architectural advice on 
how seemliness and efficiency can be 
achieved in lay-out and design. The solu- 
tion of these difficulties poses problems 
to which the answers cannot readily be 
found.

LCC's Emphasis on Relieving 
Congestion 

IN THE PAST decade new open spaces have 
been provided equal to three times the 
size of the present central park system of 
Hyde Park, St. James’s and Green Park. 
MR. RICHARD EDMONDS, chairman of the 
LCC Town Planning Committee, referred 
to this in his address at the fourth pro- 
fessional luncheon held by the Faculty of 
Architects and Surveyors at the Waldorf 
Hotel, London, on February 24; the presi- 
dent, Mr. Sidney Clough, FRIBA, ARCA, 
was in the chair. 

‘Since 1955,’ Mr. Edmonds continued, 
‘we have learnt many lessons, and the 
five-yearly review of the London plan, 
presented to the Minister this spring, 
emphasises more strongly than ever the 
need to deal with congestion at the 
centre, and with the great overspill of 
population thrown up by the slum clear- 
ance and redevelopment necessary in such 
boroughs as Islington, Lambeth, South- 
wark, Paddington and St. Pancras.’ 

Turning to the motorways, Mr. 
Edmonds said that the question of the 
urban road would have to be dealt with. 
‘I suggest there is a British solution,’ he 
said, ‘ and we should put out of our minds 
these great ribbons of concrete that have 
defaced so many American cities by cut- 
ting through the heart of their neigh- 
bourhoods.’ The speaker thought that a 
projected and much improved route from 
Westway to Eastern-avenue, the western 
sections being by viaduct all the way to 
Paddington, would take the brunt of the 
incoming motorway traffic, rather in the 
same way as the City of Copenhagen had 
in mind. 


Theatregoers’ London 


LONDON TRANSPORT publish ‘ Theatre- 
goers’ London,’ a pocket-size guide to 48 
London theatres compiled by W. Mac- 
queen Pope, the theatre historian. Full of 
information about the theatres and plays 
and actors, and with bright drawings by 
Peter Roberson, the guide is well worth 
the 4s. asked. Perhaps subsequent edi- 
tions could include the names of the 
architects of the theatres; only Wren (as 
the architect for the second Drury Lane) 
is mentioned. 





Heating for the Middle Classes 


An ‘Ideal Home’ 


Magazine Survey 


Reviewed by A. H. T. Broderick 


1 HAVE JUST SPENT part of a quiet week- 
end reading an ‘Ideal Home Magazine’ 
survey of ‘ Space Heating in Middle Class 
Homes with special reference to attitudes 
towards Central Heating.’ This* contains 
a lot of information which will be of 
interest to most people concerned with 
building and particularly to firms engaged 
in the manufacture, supply or installation 
of heating equipment. It may also be of 
some interest to manufacturers of struc- 
tural insulating materials, because all 
forms of space heating are more efficient 
and satisfactory in operation in a properly 
insulated building. The first part of the 
survey deals with methods of space and 
water heating at present in use in various 
parts of the country. It reveals some 
interesting trends and geographical varia- 
tions. The second part deals with middle 
class views regarding central heating and 
suggests an educational campaign. 


Present Methods 


Living Rooms. The survey finds that 
73 per cent of middle class living rooms 
throughout England, Scotland and Wales 
are heated by coal fires but the propor- 
tion varies geographically. The percen- 
tage in London and the South-East is only 
57 per cent whilst in the North and 
Scotland it is 90 per cent. Ten per cent 
ot middle class living rooms are heated 
by electricity, the proportion in London 
and the South-East being 16 per cent and 
in the North and Scotland only 3 per cent. 
Only 7 per cent of all the homes visited 
relied on central heating in the living 
room (only 4 per cent in the North of 
England and Scotland). Over one-quarter 
of ail the homes visited have some supple- 
mentary method of heating the living 
room, mostly electric, so electric heat- 
ing appears already to have achieved 
greater popularity than central heating 
both as a main and a supplementary 


method of heating living rooms. 

Bedrooms. The main bedroom in 50 
per cent of the homes visited was heated 
by electricity, 16 per cent by gas, 5 per 
cent by coal fires, 5 per cent by central 
heating, whilst 18 per cent had no form 
of heating at all. The great majority of 
electric fires in bedrooms had _ been 
installed by the present users showing 
that the extensive use of electric heating 
in bedrooms is a comparatively new 
development. 

Halls. The main methods of heating 
halls were by oil heaters (30 per cent) and 
electricity (15 per cent). Central heating 
or hot water radiators were used in 11 per 
cent but 42 per cent had no heating at all. 
I suspect that the preponderance of oil 
heaters in halls is due to their freedom 
from installation costs. 


Householders’ Opinions 


All the householders visited were asked 
their opinion about the various forms of 
heating they were using and what they 
would prefer if they had a free choice. 
Nearly three-quarters of those using coal 
fires thought they were dirty and created 
work but nearly half of them said that, 
given a free choice, they would still 
choose a coal fire. Indeed 39 per cent 
out of all the people interviewed would 
choose a coal fire in the living room but, 
given a free choice, 41 per cent would 
choose central heating for living rooms, 
37 per cent for bedrooms and 39 per cent 
for halls. Electricity would be the free 
choice of 17 per cent for living rooms, 
38 per cent for bedrooms and 17 per cent 
for halls. Only 2 per cent would choose 
oil heaters for living rooms, 3 per cent 
for bedrooms and 10 per cent for halls. 

But in spite of the number who said 
they would prefer central heating for the 
living room, only 7 per cent have it and 
only another 7 per cent said that they had

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actually considered changing to central 
heating and there was widespread ignor- 
ance about available methods and costs 
of installation and operation. There was 
a fairly general opinion that installation 
in existing homes would be a messy job 
but two-thirds said that this would not 
in itself put them off having it if they 
were Satisfied on the other points, such as 
cost and ‘ unhealthiness.’ 


Conclusions 


The general conclusions reached are 
that mest people would be pleased to find 
central heating in a new home (especially 
if they could still have an open fire in 
the living room) but they would need a 
lot of persuading to install it in their 
present homes. The survey suggests that 
a large market is waiting for the manufac- 
turer who can produce convincing evi- 
dence of actual costs of installing and 
running central heating in middle class 
homes and show that they are within the 
reach of those with middle class incomes. 
I think this may be difficult for two 
reasons. I know how hard it is to get 
authentic and publishable information of 
actual costs of installation and operation 
and I suspect it may be still harder to 
show that they compare even approxi- 
mately with the admittedly less effective 
methods of heating now being used in the 
vast majority of existing middle class 
homes which were neither designed for 
central heating nor insulated to an ade- 
quate standard. 

A personal view would be that manu- 
facturers of central heating equipment 
will find the best return for their sales 
effort in new houses and, as the best 
salesman is a satisfied user, they should 
do all they can to promote an adequate 
standard of structural insulation—as in- 
deed some do already. But even in this 
market, as knowledge spreads of what 
can be achieved by adequate structural 
insulation and the ‘off peak’ rates for 
electricity become more favourable, they 
will find increasing competition from all- 
electric space heating.

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The Law and Scaffolding 


The Protection of Employer and Employee 


From a Legal 


A VIEW has recently been expressed by a 
local authority that the present law in 
relation to the lighting of scaffolding 
needs strengthening having regard to the 
danger from electric shock from imper- 
fect lighting arrangements and the more 
widespread use of metal. This is of 
interest to builders and contractors, and 
it might be useful to examine the existing 
measure of control over scaffolding. 

Under S.147 of the Highways Act, 
1959, a person who is proposing to erect 
or take down a building in a street, or 
to alter or repair the outside of a build- 
ing in a street, is required before begin- 
ning to work to erect a close boarded 
hoarding to the satisfaction of the local 
authority concerned (if they, in fact, 
require one) so as to separate the build- 
ing from the street. The local authority 
can also require the person concerned to 
make a convenient covered platform and 
to maintain the hoarding and any plat- 
form in good condition. 

The authority can require these struc- 
tures to be sufficiently lighted and to be 
removed when requested. For contra- 
ventions there shall be a penalty not 
exceeding £5. Under S.146 a person may, 
with the consent of the local authority, 
temporarily deposit building materials, 
rubbish or other things in a street, but 
it is required to be properly fenced and

properly lighted during hours of dark- 
ness and not left longer than necessary. 
Under §S.148 any hoarding or similar 
structure has to be securely erected. 

In addition to these provisions of the 
new Highways Act there are provisions 
that are framed solely for the benefit of 
the employee. It is not possible in a short 
article to examine these exhaustively but 
reference might usefully be made to 
Regulations 5 and 21 of the Building 
(Safety, Health and Welfare) Regula- 
tions 1948. Regulation 5 headed 
‘Provision of scaffolds and means of 
access’ provides that ‘suitable and suffi- 
cient scaffolds shall be provided for all 
work that cannot safely be done on or 
from the ground or from part of. the 
building, or from part of a permanent 
structure or from a ladder or other avail- 
able means of support... .’ 

Regulation 21 relates to ‘ scaffolds used 
by workmen of more than one employer’ 
and provides that ‘ where a scaffold, or 
part of a scaffold, is to be used by or on 
behalf of an employer, other than the 
employer for whose workmen it was first 
erected, the first-mentioned employer 
shall, before such use, and without preju- 
dice to any other obligations imposed 
upon him by these regulations, take 
express steps either personally or by a 
competent agent to satisfy himself that 


Historic Buildings 


Grants Towards Preservation 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS has announced 
another 25 grants towards the repair and 
preservation of historic buildings in Eng- 
land and Wales. Four buildings in the 
City of Exeter. including the Guildhall, 
and another four in the Borough of 
Southampton, among them the Bargate, 
are in the list. The latter town is to 
receive an annual grant over four years 
to be applied to one or more buildings 
each year. Three other smaller local 
authorities are also recipients of grants 
the Rural Districts of Bedale, Yorks, and 
Tonbridge, Kent, and the Borough Coun- 
cil of Poole, Dorset. 

The National Trust again figures in the 
list—this time with a grant for Walling- 
ton, the former Trevelyan. seat in 
Northumberland, the Trust’s largest Eng- 
lish property; and one for the Robert 
Adam ‘stag lodges’ at Saltram, Devon. 
Another of Robert Adam’s’_ works 
included is Garrick’s Villa at Hampton, 
Middlesex, a house with many historical 
associations. The only other large Eng- 
lish country seat to appear in the current 
list is the fine part-medieval mansion of 
Athelhampton, once described as ‘the 
most picturesque in Dorset.’ An urban 
note of interest to Londoners is the inclu- 
sion of a grant towards the repair of the 
iron gates and railings of an 18th-century 
house on Clapham Common, part of a 
terrace forming an attractive domestic 
group of period architecture. 

The five Scottish grants are of consider- 


able interest as they include John Knox's 
House in Edinburgh’s Royal Mile; Sir 
Walter Scott's home, Abbotsford, at 
Melrose; and, for the first time, old 
buildings in the islands of Orkney and 
Shetland. 

The 25 buildings are listed as: 

ENGLAND: Wallington, Cambo, North- 
umberland; Bedale Hall, Bedale, York- 
shire; The Old Palace, Brenchley, Kent: 
Archway House, 21 North _ Side, 
Clapham Common, London, SW4; 
Garrick’s Villa, Hampton-on-Thames, 
Middlesex; Athelhampton, Dorchester. 
Dorset; The Old Town House (Scaplen’s 
Court), Poole, Dorset; Historic Buildings 
in Southampton: The Bargate, God’s 
House Gate and Tower, The Wool 
House, and The Tudor House; Stag 
Lodges and Gates, Saltram House, 
Devonshire; Historic Buildings in Exeter: 
The Guildhall, 1-10 and 21 Southernhay 
West, Bonded Warehouses, The Quay, 
and Wharfinger’s Office, The Quay; Old 
Priest’s House, Kentisbeare, Devonshire; 
Pictures at Pyt House, Tisbury, Wiltshire; 
and Great Budworth School, Runcorn, 
Cheshire. 

WALES: Dolaugwyn, Bryncrug, Towyn, 
Merionethshire. 

SCOTLAND: John Knox’s House, Edin- 
burgh; The David Livingstone Memorial, 
Blantyre, Lanarkshire; Tankerness House, 
Kirkwall, Orkney; Abbotsford, Melrose, 
Roxburghshire; and The Lodberrie, Ler- 
wick, Shetland. 
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the scaffold or part thereof is stable.’ 
These sections have been examined in a 
number of cases in recent years including 
that of Clarke v E. R. Wright and Son in 
1957. 

The 1948 Regulations are concerned 
primarily with the structure of the 
scaffold. The electricity side of the duty 
to the employee is contained in the Regu- 
lations for the Generation Transformation 
Distribution and Use of Electrical Energy 
in Premises under The Factories and 
Workshops Acts 1901 and 1907 (Statu- 
tory Rule and Order 1908 No. 1312) as 
applied by the Electricity (Factories Act) 
Special Regulations, 1944. 

In addition to these provisions the 
Minister, to protect the public at large as 
opposed to employees, can serve notices 
to ensure electrical safety under S.4 of 
the Electric Lighting Act, 1888, with 
which the owner has to comply. 


Builders Fined 
Hoist Left Unprotected 


WORKMEN ALTERING a protective gate to 
a barrow hoist on a six-storey building 
under construction at Birmingham Uni- 
versity went off to breakfast, leaving the 
gate lying on its side. A factory inspector 
arrived and found the hoist unprotected. 
This was stated in Birmingham on Febru- 
ary 26 when Tersons Ltd., of Finchley, 
admitted two cases of failing to provide 
a fence or gate to a hoist on a building 
site, and one of failing to provide a notice 
forbidding riding on the hoist platform. 
The Hoveringham Concrete Co., Ltd., of 
Thurgurton, Notts, admitted cases of 
failing to fence a hoist and failing to pro- 
vide a notice. 

Prosecuting, MR. DONALD FERGUSSON 
said that these were the first cases 
brought in the city since the passing of 
the new Factory Act last year, under 
which the magistrates had power to fine 
up to £300 for breaches of the regulations 
that were liable to cause death. Mr. 
Fergusson said that when an inspector 
visited the extensions which Tersons 
were carrying out at the Corporation bus 
depot in Tyburn-road, Erdington, he 
found that a hoist had no gates or warn- 
ing notice. At the six-storey building an 
inspector found that the hoist gate at the 
top of the building was lying on its side. 

Hoveringham Concrete were sub-con- 
tractors on the Tyburn-road job and the 
inspector found some of their workmen 
using the hoist there. 

For Tersons, MR. J. A. ALDERSON said 
that the firm was right on its toes so far 
as safety regulations were concerned, but 
at Tyburn-road they had been let down 
by the human element. At the Univer- 
sity site it was found that the gate at the 
top of the hoist needed alterations which 
involved rehanging. The men began work 
on the gate and then went to breakfast. 
While they were away a group of brick- 
layers arrived and began using the hoist, 
the ganger being unaware that the gate 
was missing at the top. 

For Hoveringham Concrete, MR. G. 
CULSHAW said that the men used the 
Tyburn-road hoist because they were 
anxious to get on with the job. Tersons 
Ltd. were fined a total of £40 and the 
Hoveringham company £15. 





Building by Helicopter 
Lifting and Fixing Roof Units

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT in the use 
of a helicopter for the lifting and fixing 
of precast concrete roof units was 
recently conducted on a Yeovil building 
site. The helicopter, a Westland Whirl- 
wind of l-ton lifting capacity, was used 
to hoist and place in position ‘ Bison’ 
prestressed precast hollow-section con- 
crete purlins weighing about 15 cwt. each, 
of length 23 ft. 1 in., and 14 in. x 7} in. 
in cross-section. The experiment was car- 
ried out at Preston Road Secondary 
School, now under construction, by per- 
mission of Mr. R. Oliver Harris, FRIBA, 
County Architect of Somerset, and was 
arranged by Mr. R. Meadowcraft, AIOB, 
AFS (Quant), a director of H. Hoskings 
Ltd., of Langport, Somerset, the main 
contractors, in co-operation with West- 
land Aircraft Ltd., and Concrete Limited, 
the specialist sub-contractors responsible 
for design, production and fixing of Bison 
structural precast concrete. 


Two-Stage Experiment 


The experiment was carried out in two 
stages; an investigation into the practica- 
bility of fixing precast units directly on to 
their wall or beam bearings; and, an exer- 
cise in precision lifting and handling into

position at ground level. Whilst fixing 
helicopter-suspended precast units on to 
44-in. wide bearings at second floor level, 
without scaffolding, it was found that 
there was not sufficient purchase to 
enable men standing on the wall to guide 
the units on to their bearings, added diffi- 
culties being due to the unusual working 
conditions, i.e. presence of a down- 
draught of gale force set up by the heli- 
copter blades, and a torque reaction 
effect on the purlin due to a spinning 
component in the down-draught. 

Exercises carried out at ground level 
proved to be more promising, and 
focused attention upon certain basic 
principles of precise load handling by 
helicopter. Precast units were picked up 
by helicopter from a lorry, and carried 
about 100 yards across soft muddy 
ground, which the lorry had been unable 
to cross. The helicopter-suspended pre- 
cast units were then, without much diffi- 
culty, placed upon prepared ground-level 
bearings to an accuracy of | in. 

In addition to the helicopter pilot and 
his observer, five men were employed at 
ground level to expedite the work and to 
ensure the required degree of accuracy 
in placing: four employees of the special- 
ist sub-contractor, skilled at similar work 
in conjunction with tower cranes and 
mobile cranes, who guided each end of 
the precast units into position; and, a 
trained ground observer employed by 
Westland Aircraft Ltd., who directed the 
pilot and his observer in the helicopter. 

Six precast units were placed on to 
their bearings in this way, the total cycle 
times per unit being as follows:

There is general agreement that, with 
trained operators at ground level, an 
average cycle time of 4 minutes could be 
achieved over any distance up to 250 
yards, between lorry and fixing site. 


Conclusions 


The experiment clearly showed that it 
is a practical proposition to fix precast 
units by means of a helicopter but, as in 
other ‘combined operations,’ adequate 
preparations must be made beforehand. 
These include the following: 

(i) Provision of a good working plat- 
form alongside the bearings, for use 
of the ground crew when placing a unit 
in position by means of guide ropes 
attached to it; 
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(ii) Special arrangements to prevent 
the units sliding between the bearings, 
if slightly twisted due to the torque 
effect of the helicopter blades, or if 
slightly out of position on first placing; 

(iii) Correct briefing of the pilot, his 
observer and the ground crew, who 
must have worked together with units 
on the ground for a short period before 
attempting to fix units on to their 
actual bearings; 

(iv) Provision of adequate protective 
clothing for the ground crew, close 
fitting overalls, goggles and berets, as 
used by army and navy personnel 
under similar conditions. 


Economic Considerations 


The question which now remains to 
be answered is that of handling cost—is it 
excessive? Clearly, the use of a helicopter 
must be more expensive than employment 
of the more traditional methods, includ- 
ing the use of a heavy mobile crane. How- 
ever, there are circumstances where 
advantages could be gained by using a 
helicopter. A typical example would be 
where the architect particularly wanted 
a clear span on a building, where access 
conditions precluded entry of long-wheel- 
base lorries carrying precast slabs more 
than 30 ft. long. Hollow precast purlins 
33 ft. long weigh about 1 ton each and 
such purlins could be fixed by helicopter 
at a rate of not less than twelve per hour. 
The other building materials, such as 
bricks and roofing material, can be 
brought in by dumper or tipper truck, 
under site conditions which prevent 
access by mobile crane or long-wheel-base 
lorry. Twelve such purlins at 4 ft. 
centres would cover a roof area of very 
nearly 1,500 sq. ft., so that the purlins 
for a room of 3,000 sq. ft. could be fixed 
in about two hours. 

It is obvious that, at present, there are 
no agreed prices for such operations. but 
in the not-too-distant future one can fore- 
see helicopter hiring companies offering 
to carry out precast slab handling and 
fixing operations for a hire charge of say 
£150 per half-day, or ls. per square foot 
for the example quoted. Often, the cost 
of an adequate service road over difficult 
ground conditions would come to more 
than the £150 in question. In such cir- 
cumstances, the architect and client might 
well be prepared to pay this amount to 
secure the tremendous advantage of a 
long clear span building.

A Preliminary Investigation 


The increasing use of machines for accounting, statistical and similar 
purposes in industry and commerce has encouraged quantity surveyors to 


examine their application to quantity surveying practice. 


The enormous 


speed at which machines can calculate and sort data plus the increasing 
difficulty in obtaining working-up staff have suggested that working-up could 


be converted to an automatic machine process. 


It is this suggestion which 


is examined in the following article by D. G. Braine, ARICS, of the recently 
reorganised Quantity Surveying Division of the War Office, and D. G. 
Pritchard, BSc(Econ), of International Business Machines Ltd. This article, 
which describes one of the first results of the research work that the Division 
is now undertaking, is intended as a preliminary investigation of the technical 
problems involved in using punched card machinery although the economic 


aspects are also mentioned. 


The authors intend to test their findings by 


means of limited experiment in collaboration with S. L. Belton of the War 


Office Punched Card Installation, 
report will be prepared. 


A METHOD of employing punched card 
equipment in certain fields of quantity 
surveying has been described already and 
used by J. E. Cooke, FRICS. His method 
successfully applied machine techniques 
to the production of bills of quantities for 
standard forms and units of construction 
such as the CLASP system. 


As far as is known electronic machinery 
has not yet been used in producing bills 
of quantities for the more general types 
of building, and it is the object here to 
examine the implications and feasibility 
of doing this. 

Only conventional types of punched 
card equipment will be considered and 
perhaps at this stage it would be worth- 
while to glance at the history of punched 
cards and to explain briefly the principles 
involved in their use. 

In the last decade of the 19th century 
the burden of paper work in some busi- 
ness houses was already becoming intoler- 
able; in the 1880 census of the USA, for 
instance, the volume was such that the 
facts were not digested until seven years 
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and when results are available a further 


later. At about this time, Dr. Hermann 
Hollerith, a distinguished American 
statistician developed an idea which was, 
it is reputed, conceived whilst watching 
a bus conductor recording information 
by punching holes in passengers’ tickets. 
His idea was similarly to record informa- 
tion, but on cards, by punching holes in 
pre-determined positions. These cards 
could then be sorted by sensing the holes 
in selected positions and subsequently the 
classified data could be printed on a 
mechanical printing machine. 


From this idea a range of equipment 
has been developed which can carry out 
many routine clerical processes, of which 
there are many in quantity surveying. In 
this country there are two principal manu- 
facturers, IBM (International Business 
Machines) and ICT (International Com- 
puters and Tabulators). 


The first requirement in using punched 
card equipment is obviously to consider 
ways of punching information on to the 
cards. In this paper reference is made 
generally to IBM machines which use 
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of the Problems Involved 


manilla cards able to withstand the wear 
and tear of passing many times through 
machines at high speed. The card is 
divided into 80 columns vertically and 
12 columns horizontally as in Fig. 1. In 
any one of these columns can be 
represented any digit or any alphabetical 
character. 

Information is punched on to the card 
from the original documents by an opera- 
tor striking a key on a keyboard punch 
machine (see Fig. 2), which has a key- 
board similar to that of a typewriter; the 
cards are fed into the machine automati- 
cally and the operator’s technique is 
roughly the same as that of a copy typist. 
Having produced the punched cards most 
of the subsequent processes can be per- 
formed entirely by machine. The cards 
may be put into any desired sequence by 
using a mechanical sorter (see Fig. 3). 
For example, a numeric code punched 
into two columns would enable cards to 
be sorted into numeric order from 00 to 
99, or if punched in 3 columns from 000 
to 999, and so on, and for all cards bear- 
ing the same number to be placed 
together. This could be done at rates of 
up to 2,000 cards per minute. 

Once sorted into the desired sequence 
the groups of cards could be matched with 
cards from another group containing 
identical code numbers, but containing 
descriptive information associated with 
each code number. This machine, a col- 
lator, can, as one of several facilities, com- 
pare the code numbers of one set of cards 
with the code numbers contained on 
another set and place together cards from 
both sets having the same code. For 
example, a card containing a quantity of 
57 and a code number could be paired 
with a card containing a description and 
the same code number. Cards grouped in 
the desired order may then be processed 
by a tabulator (see Fig. 4), which can 
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select and print descriptive information 
from the cards and, by addition and de- 
duction, the totals of quantitative 
amounts. This type of machine will carry 
out these processes at typical rates of 150 
cards per minute. 

Although the above is no more than a 
brief outline of machine capabilities, it 
is nevertheless clear that these speeds of 
classifying and computation would have 
considerable advantages if applied suc- 
cessfully to the routine processes involved 
in quantity surveying. Perhaps the most 
familiar routine process in quantity sur- 
veying is working-up; a description 
follows of an application of punched 
cards to this process. 


Outline of System 
The basic data required 
punched card system would be: 
(i) A master file of punched cards. 
(ii) A typescript version, or schedule 
of what is contained on the cards 
in the master file. 


for this 


The master file would contain a store 
of descriptions, preambles, headings, etc., 
which are common to bills of quantities 
for the commonly used types of construc- 
tion. By means of the schedule, each 
item of which is coded, a taker-off would 
select and note into his taking-off the 
descriptions (abbreviated) and code num- 
ber from the schedule which will be re- 
quired in his particular bill of quantities. 

This procedure would be somewhat 
similar to following a suitable office copy 
of a bill of quantities and noting in the 
taking-off the reference of a description 
which a worker-up may write in full (or 
cut out and insert) in the draft bill. The 
schedule would contain a more compre- 
hensive selection of descriptive data in 
manageable order and would be used in 
the same way as the taker-off now uses 
copies of bills from the office library. 

Each item in the schedule would show 
the code number which is punched into 


the corresponding card in the master file. 
The appropriate code number from the 
schedule would be entered in the taking- 
off against the note of the description and 
its dimensions. Instead of ‘squaring’ 
and abstracting in the conventional way 
each dimension would be squared, each 
group totalled and reduced, and each re- 
duced total and its accompanying code 
number punched on to cards—which will 
be called detail cards. All these opera- 
tions would be carried out by machine to 
punch a detail card for every item in the 
taking-off. The code numbers would en- 
able the detail cards for all similar items 
to be placed together and also determine 
the order of the items. Cards in the 
master file, which contain the full descrip- 
tion, would be similarly coded so that 
they could be selected and placed with 
each detail card or group of detail cards 
which contain the quantities. 

Each item for the bill of quantities 
would then consist of a detail card or 
cards with quantities and a master card 
containing the description. To illustrate 
this by comparison with a conventional 
abstract, the master card would represent 
the written description of an item and the 
detail cards the quantities entered under- 
neath it. 

The description and net quantities 
would then be printed from the cards in 
the required sequence. 

This outline covers the several stages of 
procedure and now each stage will be 
described in detail. 


The Master File and Schedule 


The object of the master file of punched 
cards is to store descriptions, etc., which 
can be used repeatedly in the general run 
of work. One of the major facilities 
offered by punched card equipment is the 
rapid selection of particular requirements 
from a large store of general information. 
It would not be economic if a large 
amount of descriptive information had to 
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be punched on to cards for every. job. 
The planning of the master file could only 
be undertaken by a quantity surveyor, and 
the successful operation of the machine 
system as a whole will depend upon the 
efficiency of this planning and compila- 
tion. 

The most obvious method of arranging 
the information in the master file is to 
punch on to cards complete descriptions. 
preambles, headings, etc., that are used 
in bills of quantities and to number each 
card so that they can be numerically 
selected in bill order. Because it is most 
obvious, although not necessarily the only 
method, it is the one adopted for this 
examination into the application of 
punched card machinery. 

The schedule itself would be a type- 
script of the information contained in the 
master file and would in fact be printed 
direct from the master cards. Therefore 
every description, etc., in the schedule 
must have its counterpart in the form of 
a punched master card or cards. 

Assuming an elemental order or billing 
is required, this schedule and therefore 
the cards in the master file would be 
arranged in elements and each element 
given a code number. If a two-digit code 
is used the range would be from 00 to 99, 
that is, provision for 100 elements; if a 
three-digit code is used for the items 
within each element provision would be 
made for 1,000 items within each element. 

Many descriptions would be sufficiently 
long to require punching on more than 
one card; these would have to be num- 
bered in sequence and a further digit 
would be required for this purpose. The 
code number envisaged would therefore 
consist of six digits, e.g., 07/095/6 
element 7, item 95, 6 card description. 


The Practical Problem 


It is an easy matter to devise a coding 
system which will cover 100,000 different 
items; it is not nearly so easy to find the

right items, to determine their order, and 
to determine where to leave code num- 
bers blank so that provision is made for 
adding new items to the schedule in their 
correct order. Parallel with these prob- 
lems is the question of manageability and 
ease of reference for the taker-off. 


No doubt a great deal of trial and error 
would be necessary during the initial 
period of using the schedule. But it 
could be amended quite easily. For ex- 
ample, if a description had to be changed 
a new card would be punched and the 
revised schedule description printed from 
this card in the form of insertion slips. 


The problem of the bulk size of the 
schedule and the consequent ease of refer- 
ence is a question of sectionalising. If a 
functional element order of billing is 
adopted the problem is simplified , be- 
cause the items contained in a typical 
element would also contain most of the 
items in the corresponding section of 
taking-off (assuming the London method). 
The taker-off would therefore select that 
part or parts of the schedule which corre- 
sponds with the section of taking-off he is 
dealing with. If the trade order of billing 
is required the schedule could still be 
sectionalised to correspond with the 
taking-off method, but in this case the 
coding would become rather more 
involved. 


The main elemental sections could be 
divided into subsections for different 
types of construction. For example, a 
Structural Frame section could have a 
subsection for concrete framed buildings, 
steel framed buildings, frames to 
modules, etc. Minor subsections could 
be made for construction features such 


as fireplaces and chimney flues, cladding 
units, ranges of sanitary fittings, etc. 


It is quite apparent that a schedule of 
bill descriptions, headings, etc., could 
not be expected to provide every descrip- 
tive requirement for every job. Some 
elements will, of course, be easier than 
others. For instance, in external walls 
there is a reasonable limit to the number 
of descriptions (including proprietary 
materials) for the inner skin of a hollow 
wall, and a variety of ways by which they 
could be rationalised. In other elements, 
for example, fittings, an infinite number 
of variations in any one basic description 
could be expected. This problem might 
be overcome to some extent by using 
carefully constructed ‘skeleton’ descrip- 
tions in the master file which could be 
completed in manuscript after the draft 
bill has been printed. Alternatively, the 
common ‘numbered’ item with a long 
description could be broken down into 
measured items. 


To suit a particular job some schedule 
items would require minor amendment, 
others major amendment and doubtless 
items will be measured which do not 
appear in the schedule at all. The system 
described later has been devised to cope 
with these problems and the way in 
which the taker-off could deal with them 
is shown in the next section. 


The Taking-Off 


The most obvious change in taking-off 
would be that only the left-hand column 
of the taking-off sheet would be used by 
the taker-off. The right-hand column 
would be used for recording machine 
processing of the dimensions and descrip- 
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tions written in the left-hand column. 
This will be explained in detail later and 
a few examples of the taker-off’s pro- 
cedure will be given here. 


The taker-off would proceed in the 
normal way but would follow. the 
schedule as far as possible and insert 
code numbers after each description— 
whether the latter is original or repeated. 


EXAMPLE :

If the item in the schedule does not 
cover the taker-off’s requirement but 
could easily be amended to do so, it 
could be dealt with as follows:

The taker-off would mark the code 
number of the nearest schedule descrip- 
tion with an asterisk. This description 
would be the one that is printed in the 
draft bill but an asterisk and dimension 
page reference would be printed beside it 
so that the necessary amendment could 
be made in manuscript at the editing 
stage. Skeleton descriptions would be 
dealt with in a similar manner except 
that they would be automatically 
marked with an asterisk and the taker-off 
would note in his dimensions the detail 
required to complete the description.

If there is no schedule item for a re- 
quired description the latter would have 
to be written in full by the taker-off and 
a blank or borrowed code number 
allocated to it. This would mean that 
the description would be punched into 
a detail card. Depending upon how 
unique the description is, this card could 
be either filed in the project file or

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placed in the master file for use in other 
projects. Alternatively, an instruction 
could be made in the dimensions so that 
instead of printing a description against 
a code number a ‘skip’ of the specified 
length is made during the printing of the 
bill to leave space for the later insertion 
of the item in manuscript. This need 
not prevent the machine calculation and 
printing of the quantity for item ‘ X.’ 


Quantities 


The method of dealing with dimensions 
is illustrated in Stage 1 of the machine 
system. The important thing for the 
taker-off to remember would be that the 
billing unit must be clearly shown against 
each item in the taking-off so that the 
operator will know when to divide totals 
by 3, 9, 27, etc., as the case may be. The 
dimensions would be ‘squared,’ totalled 
and reduced to the required billing unit 
(to two places of decimals) in the taking- 
off and this result punched into a detail 
card. Therefore unless this aspect is 
carefully controlled it could result in feet 
being billed as yards. Some detail cards 
would, of course, contain minus quanti- 
ties. If the operator could not be relied 
upon to punch a minus quantity where 
‘Ddt’ appeared in the _ description 
column, then the taker-off would have 
to place a minus or plus sign against the 
indicated billing unit, e.g. +YC, —YS, 
and so on. 


The Machine System 


Here one possible system is described 
using six different IBM machines; a 
typewriter, desk calculator and card 
punch linked together as an integral unit; 
a sorter, a collator and a tabulator. The 
procedure for processing the data on 
dimension sheets is described by stages 
whilst the flow of work between the 
machines is illustrated by the flow chart. 

Stage 1: Typing, Calculating and 
Punching.—Instead of the conventional 
punch and verifier the machine envisaged 
for this stage is one that will carry out 
simultaneously the operations of copy 
typing, squaring, totalling and reducing, 
and card punching. When a key on the 
typewriter keyboard of the machine is 
depressed the character will (a) be typed 
in the usual way, (b) be punched into a 
card contained in the card punch and (c) 
if a figure, be fed into the calculator as 
part of a calculation. Any one of the 
operations can be individually selected or 
eliminated, e.g. in a simple multiplication 
the multiplicand and multiplier can be 
typed and simultaneously fed into the 
calculator but not punched. The product 
can be stored in the calculator for total- 
ling, automatically typed out through the 
typewriter only, or typed and punched 
into a card simultaneously. 

The dimension sheets, the left hand 
side only having been used by the taker- 
off, would be received by the machine 
operator in the normal ‘ working-up’ 
batches. Each sheet of dimensions would 
in turn be inserted in the typewriter. The 
operator, using the blank right hand side 
would: 

(i) copy the dimensions; 
Gii) through the calculator, square, total 


and reduce as necessary for each descrip- 
tion; 


(iii) copy the code 
description; 
(iv) insert the job and dimension sheet 
number for each description. 

The results of each calculation in 
operation (ii) would be _ transmitted 
through the typewriter on to the dimen- 
sion sheet, but totals for each description 
would ‘also be punched into a card. 
Operations (iii) and (iv) would also be 
simultaneously punched into the card in 
which the appropriate quantity has 
already been punched. 

Fig. 5 shows an example of a completed 
dimension sheet and Fig. 6 shows the 
dimension detail card for the first item. 

Stage 2: Manual Check.—Having com- 
pleted a batch of dimension sheets the 


number for each 
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typed side of the sheet would be 
manually checked for copying errors. 

Cards containing errors would be 
extracted by hand and returned to the 
operator for re-punching and for the 
typescript to be amended. 

Stage 3: Sorting.—The cards for a pro- 
ject would accumulate in batches accord- 
ing to the output of the takers-off. When 
the taking-off and card punching is com- 
plete, the dimension detail cards for the 
whole project would then be passed 
through a sorter to place them in code 
number order (i.e. billing order). 

Stage 4: Collating—The dimension 
detail cards would now be matched with 
the description cards in a collator. This

In practice differing colours would distinguish the functions performed 
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would place master cards in front of each 
dimension card or cards bearing the same 
code number as the master card. It could 
now be said that this collection of 
punched cards represents the draft bill. 
What remains to be done is to print the 
description from the master cards and 
total and print the quantities contained 
on the corresponding detail cards. 

Stage 5: Totalling and Printing.—To 
do this the cards would be passed 
through a tabulator which has a set of 
type bars for printing on continuously fed 
paper. The machine would add or deduct 
the quantities on each group of cards 
having the same code number, and print 
the total against the description con- 
tained in the corresponding master card. 
Also against each description and quan- 
tity would be printed the dimension sheet 
page numbers contained on the detail 
cards (see Fig. 7). All this would be 
carried out in a continuous operation 
until all the cards have passed through 
the machine and the draft printed on 
pre-ruled paper. 


Checks and Controls 

In any human process there is always 
a risk of error and this is equally true 
of punched card processes where the 
punching of the card and the subsequent 
handling of the cards between machines 
are both human functions. 

Incorrect conversion of data from the 
dimension sheets or the loss of a card 
are both obvious errors which could, if 
left undetected, have serious repercus- 
sions. Summarised below are some of 
the possible sources of error in the 
described procedure and also possible 
ways of detecting these. 

1. The Taker-off inserts the wrong 
Code Number. Nothing can be done 
about this except to hope that the 
description that the wrong code produces 
is sO incongruous to the job that it is 
blatantly obvious at the editing stage. If 
it is noticed then the page number will 
enable the incorrect dimension sheet to 
be traced quickly. 

2. The Taker-off forgets to insert Code

Number, Reduced Unit or Page Number. 

-In this case the typist/operator would 
be instructed to bring these cases to the 
notice of the taker-off. It would not be 
possible for the operator to complete the 
typing and caiculating procedures without 
this data. Assuming that the code num- 
ber only was not punched on the card, 
then this card would be rejected at the 
sorting stage. 

3. The typist/operator forgets to punch 
an item.—In each project the number of 
items would be totalled from the dimen- 
sion sheets and this should equal the 
number of cards punched. This control 
total would be used at each stage in 
which detail cards only are processed to 
ensure that no detail cards are mislaid. 

4. The typist/operator types incorrect 
data.—This would be revealed at the 
manual check between the left and right 
hand sides of the dimension sheets: this 
being a 100 per cent check for all dimen- 
sion sheets on a project. 


Editing the Printed Draft 

The editing of the printed draft pro- 
duced by the tabulator would be an im- 
portant stage and may require more time 
than the editing of a conventional manu- 
script bill, although it would certainly 
be more legible. In any event there is 
more to be done. The first process 
would be to reduce the printed matter 
‘because every description would be 
printed in full. This would be a question 
of scoring out words repeated in the pre- 
vious description and inserting ‘ ditto’ 
in the usual way. 

The most important editing process 
would be the completion of skeleton des- 
criptions and the alteration of items re- 
quiring amendment or addition. As the 
dimension sheet page numbers would be 
given at the side of each item, the refer- 
ence system would be similar to a con- 
ventional abstract and the taker-off could 
therefore easily refer to his dimension 
sheets to find the notes necessary to carry 
out amendments, etc. 

Economic Aspects 

In analysing the financial effect of 
using punched cards and estimating the 
point at which such an _ application 
three criteria have 


becomes economic, 
been considered : 

(a) The cost of the machine system. 
(b) The capacity of such a system. 

(c) The cost of processing a com- 
parable volume of work manually. 


Considering (a) the cost of the equip- 
ment on a rental basis has been estimated 
at £3,200 per annum including mainten- 
ance and the training of operators. The 
salaries of two operators together with 
the part-time supervision of a senior 
worker-up, and the cost of preparing and 
maintaining the schedule (spread over 5 
years), would add an estimated £2,600. 
The total cost of the machine system 
would therefore be in the order of £5,800 
per annum. 

In assessing the capacity of the 
system, whilst the processing speeds of 
the machines are known, certain assump- 
tions must be made in respect of typing 
speeds, card handling, and checking time. 
As the capacity of the system would be 


limited by the speed of the slowest 
operation, that of the typewriter/ 
calculator unit, the most important 


assumption is that of a typing speed of 
50 words per minute, and based on this 
a further assumption of an output from 
the typewriter/calculator unit of 25 
words per minute. 

Based on the last assumption it is esti- 
mated that about 2} days would be re- 
quired to type, calculate, and punch the 
dimensions, code numbers and occasional 
full descriptions for a block of 30 flats in 
traditional construction, where the value 
of the measured work would be about 
£60,000. Taking this project as being 
average in size, the capacity of the type- 
writer/calculator would be £6m. of build- 
ing work for a working year of 50 weeks. 

The cost of manually working-up this 
volume of work might be assessed as 
follows: 


Fees of 2% on £6 million ... £120,000 

Half fees for nett salaries ... £ 60,000 

40% of nett salaries for 
workers-up ... ... £ 24,000 


An estimate of the cost of carrying out 
the work on punched card machinery 
might be as follows:

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This indicates a saving of about 34 per 
cent over manual working-up costs. Or, 
taking the £60,000 block of flats men- 
tioned previously, about £160 for work- 
ing-up. 

On the basis of the above figures it 
would not be economic to rent a com- 
plete machine installation for a turnover 
of less than £3m. per annum. On the 
other hand the saving on turnovers over 
£6m. per annum would be proportionately 
greater. 

The turnover of £6m. would fully 
employ the typewriter/calculater but the 
remaining machines would have a con- 
siderable unused capacity. 

For example, the tabulator would 
require the output from a number of 
typewriter/calculators in order to be kept 
fully employed. However, some of the 
machine time could be used for other 
quantity surveying processes. 


Other Applications 


Whilst the primary object has been to 
describe new ways of producing draft 
bills, it is worthwhile considering at this 
Stage the preparation of cost statistics. 
The machine system already described 
could also be used for this purpose. 

The actual machine load for this type 
of work is difficult to assess depending 
as it does on the number of buildings to 
be analysed, the frequency of analysis 
and the depth of analysis. A file of the 
cost analyses of 2,000 buildings would 
contain about 60,000 cards. To select by 
machine say 3,000 cards, sort and print 
the data would represent less than half 
a day’s work for the installation. 

The use of punched card methods for 
preparation of cost statistics are perhaps 
more appropriate to the larger office, 
Government department or central body 
whose role it is to disseminate informa- 
tion. As an application on its own, cost 
analysis would not justify the installation 
of equipment but it might well justify the 
use of machine time which is made avail- 
able by the machine manufacturing com- 
panies. 


Summary 


1. The procedure described does not 
disturb the format of the _ taker-off’s 
dimension sheets nor the method of tak- 
ing-off. The system has been designed 
with this in view so that the original 
documents in a completed form can 
always be easily referred to during the 
course of building and at the final 
account stage. 

But, the method outlined is only one 
possible approach to the problems and 
has been examined to test the validity of 
using punched cards for quantity survey- 
ing purposes. Other approaches seem pos- 
sible and each would undoubtedly have 
its own advantages. For instance, punch- 
ing could be eliminated by using the 
‘mark sensing’ technique. Here the 
taker-off could mark with pencil a card 
with relevant data and these marks would 
subsequently be sensed by machine which 
would punch holes corresponding to the 
marks. 

Another alternative would require the 
setting up of a second master file consist- 
ing of standard construction features. The 
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Supporting structure 70 ft. high for a 400 ft. chimney at Drakelow ‘B’ 
Power Station near Burton-on-Trent was cast in fir plywood concrete 
shuttering.

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cards would contain the quantitative 
effect of including a particular item, e.g.

The Structural Use of Prestressed 
Concrete in Buildings 
(CP115 : 1959) 


THE FIRST CODE OF PRACTICE to deal with 
prestressed concrete, CP115, provides the 
authoritative guidance necessary for the 
general adoption of this form of construc- 
tion. As with reinforced concrete in 
CP114, the scope of the new publication 
is limited to the use of prestressed con- 
crete in buildings; but many of its recom- 
mendations have a much wider range of 
application. The committee of experts 
who prepared the 44-page Code took par- 
ticular care to represent good practice 
without placing restrictions on future 
development. 

The recommendations covering the 
quality and strength of materials are 
based on general usage; but they may be 
extended to other suitable materials 
where sufficient is known of their pro- 
perties. To achieve concrete of high 
quality and economy in construction, the 
design of concrete mixes is based on a 
specified requirement for strength. The 
standards of quality control recom- 
mended enable full advantage to be taken 
of measures which achieve greater uni- 
formity in the production of concrete. 

Permissible stresses in the steel and 
concrete and values for calculating losses 
of prestress are given for the design of 
beams, slabs, columns and composite and 
continuous construction—for the condi- 
tions arising during prestressing opera- 
tions, during construction and under 
working loads. For beams and other 
flexural members a load factor against 
failure is defined as an additional require- 
ment, and a method for calculating ulti- 
mate strength is recommended. Some 
guidance is provided on the use of secon- 
dary reinforcement and on the fire resis- 
tance of beams and slabs. 

Other recommendations relate to the 
design, use and maintenance of pre- 
stressing equipment and to the materials 
and methods of grouting cable cavities. 
The practical aspects of concreting, form- 
work and treatment of prestressing steel 
are also dealt with. 


usual for the equipment to be rented but 
where this cannot be economically justi- 
fied then there are facilities available for 
processing data by renting ‘time’ on 
installations run by the machine com- 
panies. For example cards could be 
punched on a rented machine and all sub- 
sequent processing completed at a ser- 
vice bureau. 

3. On projects where working-up time 
is considered in weeks, it would be pos- 
sible to think in terms of days and, for 
machine processing time alone, in hours. 

4. The elimination of routine work 
allied to the potential saving of a con- 
siderable part of working-up time and 
probable continuing shortage of man- 
power for this work certainly seems suffi- 
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ciently attractive to encourage more 
active interest in the possibilities of using 
these techniques. 

5. The method described and indeed 
any method of using punched cards 
demands standardisation of data in order 
to obtain the greatest economic benefits. 
Standardisation in varying degrees is 
commonly used in individual offices or 
departments but a considerable increase 
in efficiency might be achieved by extend- 
ing this practice. For example the 
Swedish method of rationalising descrip- 
tive data, the SFB Schedule, together with 
some other methods originated in Den- 
mark, might provide some practical ideas 
which could be developed by quantity 
surveyors for national usage.

6d., 
makes recommendations for the glazing 
and fixing of glass in buildings and brings 
thoroughly up-to-date in Code of Practice 
form the material formerly contained in 
BS 973:1945. It covers the selection of 
glass of suitable thickness for varying 
conditions of exposure and wind pres- 
sure and gives guidance on the properties 
required to provide adequate durability 
and sound insulation, and on the fire- 
retardant properties of glazing. 
Techniques are described in detail and 
recommendations are made for double 
and multiple glazing, circular and rect- 
angular glass domes, glass facings (in- 
cluding mirrors) and fascias for various 
types of background or surround. The 
fixing of leaded and copper lights and 
special glass is considered and advice on 
maintenance and cleaning is given with 
notes on corrosion at bimetallic contacts. 
There is a list of ten items of information 
which the Code recommends should 
be supplied with all orders for glass. The 
glazing of curtain walling is not included. 


External Rendered Finishes 
(CP221 : 1960) 


THIS Code of Practice, price 8s. 6d., 
gives comprehensive guidance on modern 
practice in the use of cement: lime: sand 
mixes for external rendered finishes used 
for protective or decorative purposes on 
all normal types of background, both old 
and new. It covers also the maintenance 
and repair of existing rendered work, in- 
cluding stucco. Types of finishes are 
described, with emphasis on the import- 


ance of the nature of the background, 
particularly its strength and porosity. 

The Code stresses the importance of 
taking precautions against the detri- 
mental effects of soluble salts in the 
background and against the penetration 
of water. Durability in relation to craz- 
ing, cracking and atmospheric pollution 
is fully considered. There is also a full 
description (fully summarised in a table 
for easy reference) of the various mixes 
recommended for each type of finish for 
all types of background and exposure 
conditions, and those preferred for most 
circumstances are given. 


The Storage and Collection of 
Refuse from Residential Buildings 


(CP306 : 1960) 


THIS CODE, price 6s., deals with three 
main methods of storing and collecting 
household refuse. They involve the pro- 
vision of dustbins for each household; 
communal refuse storage containers; and 
communal refuse storage containers with 
chutes. Detailed recommendations are 
given for the various parts of a refuse 
chute system—e.g. chutes, hoppers and 
container chambers. An appendix pro- 
vides useful data on the yield of refuse, 
together with calculations dealing with 
the design of refuse storage and collec- 
tion equipment.

4. Timber 


One of the difficulties met with when 
using timber to closely fixed dimensions is 
its tendency to shrink or swell as its 
moisture content responds to environ- 
mental conditions of humidity. The effect 
of this dimensional instability can be re- 
duced by treating with a moisture retar- 
dant and recently the Timber Develop- 
ment Association have tested the 
effectiveness of a number of water repel- 
lants, waxes, impregnants and surface 
coatings, on a limited scale, on small 
pieces of beech and European redwood. 
An outline of these experiments, with 
an evaluation of various treatments, is 
given in a TDA Research Report en- 
titled ‘MOISTURE RETARDENT TREATMENT 
FOR TIMBER,’ by V. R. Gray, MA, PhD. 

The investigation has thrown up some 
interesting information. For instance, it 
was found that treatments effective as 
water repellants are not satisfactory as a 
barrier to water vapour. The tests also 
showed that none of the treatments 
applied was able to alter the final equi- 
librium moisture content of the wood. 
All that the best of them could achieve 
was a delay in the attainment of equili- 
brium. Commenting on the performance 
of various treatments, Dr. Gray says that 
surface coatings were generally superior 
to any of the wax or impregnation treat- 
ments, aluminium wood primer being par- 
ticularly outstanding. The report, which 
can be obtained from TDA, 21 College- 
hill, EC4 (price 3s. 6d.), stresses the im- 
portance of applying moisture retardants 
to end grain timber surfaces. 


Technical Publications 


A brochure, issued by F. A. BORCHARD 
LTD., of 506 High-road, Chiswick, W4, 
features their latest gas heaters in which 
the flue equipment is so constructed that 
the heating unit is completely sealed from 
the room being heated. The ducts are 
concealed within an asbestos cement wall 
liner cemented into the wall opening, a 
grille being fitted flush on the outer side 
of the wall. These heaters, which are 
manufactured for commercial, industrial 
and domestic space heating, should pre- 
ferably be fitted on an outside wall. 

At the back of the brochure are photo- 
graphs of some of the buildings in which 
these heaters have been installed.

AUSTRALIA.—A second nuclear reactor 
is to be constructed for the Australian 
Atomic Energy Commission at Lucas 
Heights near Sydney. The cost will be 
about £A650,000. The first reactor, 
‘Hifar,’ situated on the same site, was 
built at a cost £A2m. 


AUSTRALIA.—The tallest building in 
Australia, a 4l-storey hotel, is to be built 
in Melbourne by the Stanhill Construc- 
tion Group. It will be built on the site 
of the existing Chevron Hotel in St. 
Kilda-road. The hotel, to cost about 
£A5m., will have 1,100 rooms, a swim- 
ming pool, a roof garden and an under- 
ground car park. The General Manager 
of the Stanhill Group, Mr. Williams, said 
that if terms were approved, construction 
would begin immediately. 


AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND).—The State 
Government is to open a 600-acre area, 
known as ‘ The Spit,’ at Southport, for 
subdivision and development. The suc- 
cessful tenderer will be required to build a 
new 4-lane bridge near the present narrow 
two-lane Jubilee Bridge, which is a serious 
bottleneck for Gold Coast traffic. Other 
conditions will include erosion prevention 
and the provision of esplanades and 
reserves on both the ocean and Broad- 
water shores. Tenders for development 
will close in about three months. 


BERMUDA.—Work has commenced on 
the construction of a new £14m. 200-room 
hotel. It will be completely self-contained 
with a shopping section, landscaped 
gardens, tennis courts and a swimming 
pool. The main contractors are the 
Aberthaw Construction Co. of Boston in 
co-operation with Milani and Sons Ltd.

Indian Coalfield Project 


A group of Soviet engineers are visiting 
India to present their plans for develop- 
ment of a new coalfield in Korba. The 
project envisages for the new coalfield an 
output of 4 million tons a year. 

The scheme includes building the 
Manikpur stripmine coal washing plant, 
two pits, and electro-mechanical shops. 

Korba will supply coal to the railways 
and the new power station providing 
power for the Bhilai Steel Mill. Through 
its credit granted to India, the USSR 
would help in the construction of coal 
mines and supply the necessary mining 
machinery. 


Shortage of Craftsmen in SA 


Building development on the Orange 
Free State goldfields is being threatened 
by a serious shortage of building artisans. 
Mr. T. B. Richards, secretary of the Gold- 
fields Master Builders’ Association, said 
recently that at least 100 artisans (brick- 
layers, carpenters, plasterers, electricians 
and plumbers) were urgently needed. The 
labour shortage will become worse in the 
next few months when several major 
building projects are due to begin. 


‘Overseas Building Notes’ 


Water-thinned and emulsion paints for 
use in tropical and sub-tropical countries 
are dealt with in Overseas Building Notes 
No. 65 recently issued by the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. The notes explain their special 
character, uses, advantages and limita- 
tions. The publication includes informa- 
tion on the selection, specification and 
testing of emulsion paint. Tables describe 
the treatment necessary to all types of 
buildings in specified tropical conditions. 


Architecture in East Africa 


An illustrated Yearbook of the East 
Africa Institute of Architects has been 
published for 1959-60. It contains a com- 
prehensive record of the architecture of 
Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika and Zanzi- 
bar.

Scottish Architecture Lagging 


SCOTLAND IS lagging badly behind the rest 
of the world when it comes to architec- 
ture, but there are definite signs of an 
improvement. 

This was the view of Professor R. H. 
Matthew, CBE, FRIBA, professor of 
architecture at Edinburgh University, 
who gave the last of the season's public 
lectures at Queen’s College, Dundee, 
recently. 

Scotland was moving into the twen- 
tieth century architecturally. In a very 
short time the new town of Cumbernauld 
would have stepped ahead of every other 
town in Britain in its architecture. 

‘In the 30 years up to the last war,’ 
said Professor Matthew, ‘I do not think 
any single building came into existence 
in Scotland that will be recorded im any 
future history of what we now call the 
modern movement.’
